but has now caught up. He said 
hie considers, it certain that the 
President will convalesce at his 
Gettysburg farm.

The above iig- 
ures do not include our 300 acres oi beach or our 325 
acres of school playgrounds. 


From the report of the L. A. County Park Superin- 


tendent one gets an idea of what it costs to develop and 
maintain a park. It will be startling to many of our 
readers. When thoy realize what it means to their taxes 
they will be even more concerned. The cost of develop- 
ment runs irom 56,000 to 315,000 an acre. 
The cost of 


maintenance averages SI,250 an acre per year.

Two years ago, when it appeared we would have 


an unlimited amount of money, the people voted 33,000,- 
0"0 for development of some 163 acres of parks in 11 
districts. That averaged 517,100 an acre for development 
cost alone. If this amount is voted in bonds it will, call 
for additional taxes of about 3 per cent. Then the cos! of 
maintenance added on to present costs would be 163 
acres at minimum costs of 31,250 an acre or about S203,- 
730 a year. That is ecual to another 3 per cen! increase 
in annual city taxes. Thus development and maintenance 
of these 1S3 acres would add about 6 per cent to city 
taxes. Greater development oi the 1,059 acres now owned 
by the city would cost proportionately. 


At the seme time the people voted to use oil money 


for this envelopment of present park lands they voted 
another 53,750,000 to acquire more land. 
That would 


probably mean another 750 acres. Added to the figures 
cbove, taxpayers would face a probable 30 per cent in- 
crease in tax rates for this full park program. These proj- 
cats are being restudied by the Mayor's Committee with 
a view to submitting a bond issue on a ballot early in 
February.

Included in the presently owred land are some 480 


ceres on the east side of the San Gabriel River. It is land 
close to the Orange County line. It v/as acquired when 
we thought we had unlimited money. Now some thought- 
ful citizens are suggesting that this land be sold for sub- . 
divisions and the proceeds ussd for developing neigh- 
borhood parks throughout the city. The above figures < 
showing land now owned do not include some 430 acres 
set aside for golf courses of which only about 171 acres 
ere now developed. 


To those who question the cost of maintenance of 


parks we refer them to the Los Angeles County figures. 
We also suggest they check what it costs them for a 
gardener for their own yard. They will find that the cost 
plus water, fertiliser and new plants will run well above 
the figures shown per acre. We need more parks. The 
people should be willing to pay more taxes for more 
parks.

The purpose here is to give 


Mr. Wilson's idea the courtesy

some added documentation. It 
was a pretty compliment he 
paid. 


He mentioned that L o n g 


Beach had contributed the cost 
of the State College campus 
BPLEY 


site (nearly .$1 million), that it hail provided 
the Navy with a base site for $1, that it had 
purchased right-of-way for the state freeway. 
Ho mentioned harbor development, the pro- 
posed tidelands project such as the Audito- 
rium Annex and the ArmecJ Services YBICA, 
the Marina project. 


It is obvious that all these projects are of 


definite value to Long Beach itself. But it is 
fair to recognize, as did Mr. Wilson, that they 
offer benefits that extend far beyond the cor- 
porate limits of Long Beach. That is an im- 
portant point in connection with the legal and 
legislative issues involved in the tidelands 
ruckus. 


Because the Supreme Court in the Mallon 


case indicated that tidelands oil money should 
be spent primarily in the interest of the state 
—with local benefits only incidental—the au- 
ditorium annex and Armed Services YMCA 
have been held up pending legal determination 
of their status. 


These facilities, when built, will serve the 


entire area. 


So also would a major beach development 


here. What difference is there, from the stand- 
point of public benefit, between a city beach 
park development at Long Beach and the 
state beach park at Huntingdon Beach? If 
state money can be spent at Huntington Beach 
—and it is properly spent there— use of 
money from the state-granted tidelands should 
be justified in the development of beach facili- 
ties at Long Beach. 


This is a major beach resort city in the 


largest concentration of population in the 
state. What we do .to develop our b«ach and 
similar facilities serves that population. It 
serves a great many more people than moun- 
tain area parks and other facilities which have 
received state tidelands money. 


But to get back to Mr. Wilson's suggestion 


for some symbol of state appreciation of Long 
Beach, possibly the strongest justification for 
such a thing would be the contribution Long 
Beach made to the state's fight for the tide- 
lands against federal seizure. 


As every reader of these columns knows, the 


state might not even have its tidelands if Long 
Beach had not given its vigorous leadership 
to that struggle. And there was a time in that 
controversy when Long Beach could have com- 
promised, to its own benefit but at cost to the 
state—and refused to do so on principle and 
out of loyalty to California. 
LOYALTY 'REWARDED' 


Since then, that loyalty has been 
"re- 


warded" by a greedy attack on the city's tide- 
lands resources. This has been accompanied by 
a continuous and unjustified assault upon the 
city's good name by the sponsor of the seizure 
measure, who calls frequent press conferences 
and hurls his charges. 


Other responsible California leaders might 


well follow Mr. Wilson's example and rebuke 
the author of these unfounded accusations.

It will be recalled that, due 


to a feud inside the Commu- 
nist party in 
this country, 


Browdcr was ousted in 1945 
but he later went to Moscow, 
where he received a warm wel- 
come. His perjury case stems 
from an allegation that he 
made a false statement in con- 
nection with some immigration 
documents 
relating 
to 
his 


wife's alleged participation in 
the Communist party. His wife 
died within the past year. 


The Department of Justice 


could grant Browder immunity 
from prosecution not only in 
this case but for any possible 
incrimination 
in 
connection 


with anything- olso he might 
think would put him in any 
jeopardy. 


Up to now Browder has re- 


fused to cooperate with his 
own government. He insists he 
is not a Communist now and 
insist also that from 1929 to 
1945, when he was head of the 
Communist party, there was 
nothing relating to subversion 
or espionage going on with his 
knowledge. It is, indeed, an un- 
solved mystery, and some of- 
ficials arc still hopeful that 
Browdcr some day will come 
through with the complete 
story of what did happen.

armed with H-bomb warheads, 
to be poised at the heart of 
Russia. They will be installed 
in secret launching sites, care- 
fully cocked and aimed ready 
to .strike at preset Soviet tar- 
gets. 


In case of an enemy attack, 


this swarm of deadly missiles 
could be fired simultaneously 
at a secret • signal from the 
President. Each missile would 
seek out a different enemy tar- 
get and blow it into oblivion 
within two hours. 


The signal could be flashed 


from the White House or the 
President's emergency head- 
q u a r t e r s to the Air Force 
command post. The latter is 
already functioning d e e p un- 
derground, beneath walls of 
solid cement and behind heavy 
steel doors that s w i n g shut 
and seal it like a vault. 


Inside this Air Force "brain 


center," a bank of telephones 
plugs into "hot lines" connect- 
ing d i r e c t l y with air units 
around the world. These units 
arc ready to spring into action 
at the flash of the right code 
word — or a push of the "pan- 
ic button," as the Air Force 
calls it. 
This same centralized sys- 


tem will be used to fire the 
H-missiles simultaneoulsy from 
their concealed launchers.

facial mar . . . her eyes 
were crossed. 


In another chaii' nearby a 


4-year-old whispered to save 
his sore throat. This was his 
fifth siege with tonsillitis in a 
year. 
On down the 
room, 


youngsters waited, some with 
minor illnesses, some demand- 
ing major attention, but all 
about to receive a boost to- 
ward healthy, happy childhood 
as a gift from 160 women. 


For nine years, Children's 


Benefit 
League has 
tucked 


handicapped children under its 
protective wing. To this goal, 
they dedicate fund raising ef- 
forts and their volunteer work, 
always trying to extend their 
scope of help, Mrs. William 
Mohier, president of the league, 
says. 


This fall marks a particu- 


larly important anniversary in 
league history. C h i 1 d r e n's 
Clinic, sponsored jointly by the 
league and Community Hospi- 
tal, completed its first year 
by moving into new headquar- 
ters behind the hospital. 


As an extension of their 


work, league members now fi- 
nancially and with volunteer 
efforts support the clinic in 
addition to providing medical 
care for youngsters privately 
referred to the group, she 
added. 


Clinic Record 


League members are justi- 


fiably proud of the initial rec- 
ord of the 
clinic which is 


staffed by resident physicians 
of the hospital, pediatricans 
a n d 
consulting specialists. 


Howard B. Hatfield, adminis- 
trator of the hospital, reports 
that during the past 12 months 
65 patients were accepted for 
service and 48 cases were giv- 
en advice on medical care. 


And he explains the opera- 


tion of the clinic this way: Be- 
fore 
patients are 
accepted, 


Mrs. Irma Hall, social service 
worker at the hospital, takes 
their case history to determine 
the parents' financial prob- 
lems. 
Patients 
eligible 
for 


county care are sent there, 
and ones who are able to pay 
for medical attention are di- 
rected to private physicians. 
Although free and open to any 
youngster, the 
clinic chiefly 


serves residents of Long Beach, 
Lakewood, Artesia, Paramount 
nnd Bellflower who are usual- 
ly referred by school nurses 


and the health 
department. 


Often parents ask for only 
temporary medical help during 
a slack period. 


Many of the patients, who 


range from birth to 14 years 
old, require only a few visits 
to the offices, but when sur- 
gery or hospitalization is need- 
ed, the league is ready to help 
again if the parents are un- 
able to assume the financial 
responsibility.

lowing West to make his own 
last trump and the rest of his 
diamonds to say nothing of 
East's top spades.

spades at the third trick. East 
wins with the queen of spades 
and must return something or 
other. What can East do to 
hurt you? 
Assume that East returns a 


trump (as good as any other 
defense). You win in dummy 
and lead another spade. East 
takes the ace of spades. He 
can allow West to ruff a spade 
now, but you can afford that 
trick. 
East's best chance is to re- 


turn a second trump. West 
holds off again, and you win in 
dummy once more. You must 
now abandon the trumps in or- 
der to lead your good cards in 
spades and clubs. There arc 
now two trumps out against 
you, and you are quite willing 
to let the enemy make tricks 
with both of them. 


When s o m e b o d y ruffs a 


spade or a club, you will have 
two trumps while the enemy 
will have only one trump.

Child Care 
Averages Are 
Guide Posts 
to Gaining

Q. "When 
my 
baby 
was 


born 
3',i 
months ago, she 


weighed 8 pounds 13 ounces. 
Now she is only 12 pounds 8 
ounces. 
Is this very poor? 


My chart shows the average 
weight should be 14 pounds. 
I've been nursing her and giv- 
ing her two cereal feedings. I 
tried meats but she refuses 
them. 
She doesn't bother to 


nurse long. 
However, she is 


very good and sleeps through 
the night. 
Do you think she 


should be weaned completely? 
I would rather nurse her."— 
MRS. I. P. 


A. A weight of 12 pounds 


8 ounces is perfectly normal 
for an infant of 3!,'2 months. 
Standards, 
as 
indicated 
on 


charts, are only averages, and 
you should not take them too 
literally. A baby that weighs 
a lot at birth, as yours did, 
often does not gain as much 
during the first few months 
as one weighing less at birth. 


The time a baby spends nurs- 


ing is no indication of 
the 


amount of milk taken. 
Many 


babies get 80 per cer.t of all 
their milk from the breasts in 
the first five minutes of nurs- 
ing. 
The fact that she's a re- 


laxed 
baby and sleeps well 


shows that she is not hungry. 
A dissatisfied baby would cry 
after feedings ar.d would not 
bo Hkely to sleep through the 
night. 


Moats do not have to be given 


this early. 
Some doctors do 


recommend them at this age, 
but 
others 
wait 
until 
the 


baby is five or six months old. 
There is no set rule about this, 
as some babies are ready ear- 
lier than others. 


From the account you give

Teacher Shortage Blamed 
on Lack of Consideration 


By ANGELO PATRI 


On every hand we hear of a teacher shortage, and any men- 


tion of it brings the wondering look and the innocent inquiry, 
"But why? They have such short hours, only five-cay weeks, 
long summer vacations—you'd think they d jump at it. 


not jumping 
as one can 


Well, they're 


just that way, 
easily see. Why? 


Salaries are none too high. 


Some are disgracefully, low. 
But while that accounts for 
part of the reluctance of young 
people to take on the teach- 
er's responsibilities, it is not 
by any means the chief one. A 
good salary never 
made a 


good teacher a better one, nor 
a poor one a pood one, but 
it does go a long way toward 
strengthening the spirit of a 
teacher and that is the im- 
portant factor in this reluc- 
tance to teach. The teachers' 
spiritual 
needs 
are ignored 


too often. 


A teacher is an ordinary 


human being with all of a 
human being's hungers, ambi- 
tions, emotions and responses 
to experiences. This plain fact 
has been overlooked, often and 
completely. 
A 
teacher 
has 


educated and trained for his 
post. Otherwise he could not 
be appointed. That education, 
that professional training, :s. 
ignored the day he takes his 
place in a classroom. He is 
bound, tied, gagged by the 
rules. 
He is not only told 


what he can teach, which is 
to a degree essential, but he is 
told when and how, exactly, 
he is to teach it. 


If. is as though he came to 


his task as unprepared as an 
infant. 
This is a shock, a 


spiritual shock to one who was 
graduated in the pride of ac- 
complishment. He thought he 
was a teacher ,but he learns 
is is only a transmitter of an- 
cther's power. Power, and it is 
power over him. is away down- 
town in "The Office." Would 
you want to feel that you had 
'no say about what was needed 
to do your work? Would you 
want to have to work through 
and around and about orders 
that 
thwarted 
your 
day's 


work? Many a teacher faces 
just that situation. 


Then there is the matter of 


criticism. 
Fault-finding is a 


tetter term. 
Anybody, any- 


body at all, can tell a teacher 
what is the matter with him 
and everybody does, and the 
pedagogue has little means of 
defense. If he wants to com- 
p'.ain he soon learns the nse- 
Icssncss of it. He must first 
go to the assistant principal, 
then to the principal, then to 
the assistant superintendent— 


finally, if he still has the will, 
to the superintendent, then to 
the Board. There he discov- 
ers that he is "uncooperative." 
To Be uncooperative is to sin 
against the Educational Code. 
That's bad for the teacher's 
future. 


It is not just low salary, 


crowded classes, poor equip- 
ment—though they all count. 
It is the dignity and worth of 
a human being that is at stake 
here. A teacher needs to feel 
responsible, appreciated, 
free 


in spirit. Given that, he will 
manage the rcct. 


If 
your child 
is slow in 


school, it may be because he 
needs help in reading. How 
parents can teach their chil- 
dren to read is explained in 
Dr. Patri's leaflet P-31, "Poor 
Readers."

A m o n g the neighborhood 


families celebrating a Confir- 
mation Day. it was a dark 
child in white confirmation 
dress who first recognized the 
blonde woman eating 
with 


friends. Shyly the girl touched 
a ribbon of the woman's soft 
green dress and asked a bless- 
ing. An old woman stepped up 
with a gift. 


Then, spontaneously, the 


whole 
restaurant 
applauded 
the United States Ambassador. 


The applause was symbolic 


of what has happened in the 
2'.z years since President Ei- 
senhower sent one of Amer- 
ica's 
most 
remarkable—ar.d 
c o n t r o v e r s i a l — women 
to Rome. 


Ike's was a daring and dis- 


puted decision. Italy was of

"If I had it at all to do over

"It sounds corny but I really 


love the Italian people," she 
went on.

Mrs. Luce believes there is 


one 
universal formula 
for 


success: 
"Vitality and persistence in

When you look 
into what they have done, 
what seems to others to be the 
easy success of the famous is 
to shrewdly make their fail- 
ures profitable. T h e y gain 
knowledge and go on and up. 
Whatever the formula, re- 


peated a c h i e v e m e n t has 
marked the life of the blonde 
girl born on April 10, 1903, to 
the wife of Billy Boothe, vio 


Luce, millionaire publisher of 
Time and Life. Their 1935 
marriage continues. To be near 
her, Luce directs his holdings 
long-range 
from Rome six 


months a year. He is hugely 
enjoying both his wife's diplo- 
matic success and the chance 
to live in Rome. 
Mrs. Luce turned playwright 


in the years after the success- 
ful second marriage and a suc- 
cession of witty hits came 
from her pen. Chief among 
them was a vicious study ot- 
her sex called "The Women.' 


Her interests grew broader, 
particularly 
in international 


affairs, as the world moved 
into war. In 1943, she ran for 
Congress in Connecticut as an 


anti-Roosevelt Republican. She 
won. 


Two deeply personal events 


r. o w 
profoundly influenced 


Mrs. Luce's life. One was the 
great tragedy of her life. Ann, 
her only daughter, was killed 
in a 1944 automobile accident. 
The other was conversion to 
the Roman Catholic faith. 


Those who know her well 


say Mrs. Luce emerged from 
these introspective years much 
changed. 


"Twenty vears ago she was 
like a d i a m o n d—beautiful, 
brilliant and cold," said an old 
friend. "Now she is beautiful, 
brilliant and compassionate." 


Mrs. Luce found here the 
most demanding job in a busy 
life. 


She lives in a 17th century 
villa which the United States 
Government bought for S840,- 
000 as a permanent ambassa- 
dorial 
residence. An alarm 


clock burrs at 7:30 a. m. each 
morning beside a twin bed on 
the second floor. Mrs. Luce 
rings for breakfast, eating as 
she reads Italian and Amer- 
ican newspapers. 


At 8:30 a. m. her personal 
secretary appears. There are 


1,000 personal letters to go 
through each week. 


Menus are checked—no easy 
task when guests average 250 
a month for meals and another 
200 for cocktails.

On November 24, 1953, I landed in Oran with my 
70-pound rucksack on my back. I started south into 
Africa on a trail that led haphazardly across mountains 
and deserts, jungles and savannas, rivers and swamps. 
The map at right shows my route through 24 countries. 


I traveled by camel, airplane, mule, bicycle, car, 


truck, ocean steamer, riverboat, dugout canoe, motor- 
cycle and railroad — plus 600 miles on foot, wearing 
out two pairs of shoes in the. process. I met Tuareg 
desert tribesmen, witch doctors, Mau Mau, pygmies, 
cliff dwellers and saucer-lipped native women. Some- 
times I fasted for days, sometimes I feasted on land 
snails, monkey meat and crocodile steaks. 


One year after .1 left Oran, I wound up in Alex- 


andria, Egypt (where 1 climaxed the trip with a bout 
of malaria). 1 had covered 16,000 miles at a cash out- 
lay of exactly $27.61. 


1 did it with my little, second-hand, S47 camera — 


the kind that snaps a picture and hands over a print 
60 seconds later. It had struck me that with such quick 
prints 1 could bargain for transportation and lodging. 
And I was right. (I also took, along a 35-mm. camera 
and 30 rolls of film.) 


Here are bargains 1 got for my 60-second pictures: 


a 725-mile airlift from Nairobi, Kenya, to Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia— value S80; a 1,272-mile airlift 
from Asmara, Eritrea, to Cairo, Egypt —value SI20: 
a bus ride from Cairo to Alexandria, plus two hand- 
engraved copper trays - - value $150; a three-day stay 
at the exclusive Safari House in Arusha, Tanganyika 


value $18.30; four rare thorn carvings from Nigeria 


— value $12. 


And here are moments that stick in my memory: 


THRILL RIDE: At Oran I hitched a ride on a big six- 
wheeled truck loaded with grain, bicycles and wines, 
bound for Colpmb Bechar, an.oasis on the northern 
edge of the Sahara. Heading south at dusk on a dirt 
track across the Atlas Mountains, we had just cleared 
the crest of a pass and started downhill when the air 
brakes conked out. 


When we hit the first hairpin turn, the truck started 


to skid. Smoke curled from under the dashboard and 
our lights went out. To see the road, the driver had to 
lean out and steer with one hand. 


At the next turn he skidded the truck to cut down 


our speed, then hurtled on as we hit the straightaway. 
He did it again ... again. There came a turn where 
the truck skidded toward the edge of the cliff,'then for 
a second stopped completely. In that second I flung 
myself out of the cab, somehow spotted a watermelon- 
sized rock and shoved it under the rear wheels. The

"If you will come with me into the sunlight," I said, 


"I will show you a different kind of magic." Outside 
I snapped his picture, and during the 60 seconds it 
developed I kept talking to him in my halting French. 
Then I whipped out his photograph. Staring at it open- 
mouthed for a moment, Kassagi promptly invited me 
to join his act that night. He had rented the cafe for 
his show, and at the climax of the performance he 
introduced me as a guest magician from America. 
My trick, he said, was le photographir-cxpremi, the 
fast photograph. 


I snapped a picture of a young Arab boy seated in 


a chair onstage, peeled it off one minute later and 
held it up for all to see. The cafe rang with shouts of 
cl liamtlullah!— Praise be to God! Kassagi was so 
delighted with my performance that he paid for my 
board and room for the next three days.

My Polaroid picture of him left him speechless 
with surprise. When he recovered, he had servants 
prepare sleeping quarters for the "big stranger." Al- 
though these included a bed with spotless sheets cov- 
ered by mosquito netting, the Chief apologized for not 
being able to do better for such a VIP guest. 


Every meal was a feast, and there were enormous 


quantities of everything. There was ground nut soup, 
corned beef in palm soup, boiled yams, fufu (a dish 
of pounded plantain and highly spiced sauce), goose 
eggs, antelope meat, chicken, roast bananas, papaya 
and beer. We sat solemnly facing each other on straw 
mats. A small boy cooled me with a leather fan waved 
from a respectful distance, and a corps of servants 
knelt whenever 1 took a drink. 


DR. MELBIN, I PRESUME: In a Belgian Congo village I 
witched the ritual of the second-burial ceremony. It 
was being held for the wife of the tribal chief, who 
had died two years before. Now it was necessary to 
bury her spirit, so that it would not wander about the 
forest, making trouble. 


The men of the tribe were sitting in a group around 


an elder, who was chanting a eulogy. At intervals they 
would respond in chorus. 1 sat down quietly among 


the mourners, who at first paid no attention to me 
whatever. The mosquitoes began to bite. I dug into 
my bag for insect repellent and put it on my face and 
hands. Soon several mourners noticed that the insects 
were leaving me alone. 


Even though the burial ceremony was still going 


on, an old man got up and came over to me. He 
saluted, showed me a large festering sore on his finger 
and indicated that he wanted some of my "medicine." 
1 tried vainly to explain that this medicine would do 
him no good; then, to get rid of him, I made an "appli- 
cator" out of a sliver of palm-leaf stem and daubed 
the repellent on the man's sore. I gave him the wet 
stick. He smclled it, nodded and saluted again. 
' I had evidently been elected Medicine Man on the 
spot, for in another few minutes about a dozen tribes- 
men had formed a line, quietly waiting to be treated. 
They were afflicted with an assortment of sores, car- 
buncles, cuts and infections. In my best professional 
manner, 1 carefully examined each case and used a 
fresh palm twig applicator on every patient. Business 
boomed at my impromptu open-air clinic for about 
half an hour. Then 1 ran out of patients. 


FAIR EXCHANGE: In Bulawayo, Southern Rhodesia, ] 
walked into the office of the local newspaper and told 
the editor how I had got there.

He smiled incredulously and said: "You Yanks are 


crazy. Tell you what, though. I'll take you along if 
you give my clients pictures of themselves." 


I did, and we set out in an open station wagon. We 


saw more than 30,000 head of magnificent wild game 
at close range — a leopard, spitting and snarling in 
the grass five feet away, antelope covering 40 feet in 
a single, graceful leap, lions closing in on a wildebeest 
for their^evening meal. With two cookboys busy, we 
feasted like diners in a plush city restaurant. 


FLIES BY DAY: At one point in Tanganyika I was cross- 
ing an immense plain alone. There wasn't a sign of 
another living being — nothing but a limitless waste 
of scrubby trees and tall grass. 


I soon found out why humans avoid this section of 


Fast Africa. It is the lair of the deadly tsetse fly, car- 
rier of sleeping sickness. Black and about the size of 
honey bees, the flics cluster on leafless bushes along- 
side a trail and attack anything that moves. 


There were only a few at first. Then they were on 


me in a buzzing swarm, stinging like a thousand red- 
hot needles. Flailing my arms to fight them off, 1 
started to run. The sun beat down and sweat ran into 


my eyes in burning rivulets. I gasped for breath. I 
tried to run faster, tore up handfuls of grass to beat 


off the flies — in vain. 


Finally, in sheer desperation, 1 flung down my pack 


and raced for an open clearing. There, dizzy and 
panting, I stood still. And there the files suddenly 


left me. 


When I got my breath, I cautiously retrieved my 


pack and dashed on. Instantly the flies closed in. But 
now, over a small rise, 1 spied a clump of trees beside 
a road. In the shade was a group of natives, appar- 
ently waiting for a truck to pick them up. I ran to 
them — and collapsed. 


WITCHCRAFT: In lower Nigeria I visited a witch doctor. 
Natives there believe implicitly in "juju," the power of 
evil spirits. Fven whites in Africa say: "I don't neces- 
sarily believe it, but there are things I can't explain." 


The witch doctor gave me palm wine, first tasting it 


to show it wasn't poisoned. Then he showed me a 
wooden head with 200 porcupine quills stuck in it. 
With this magic, he said, you could make your enemy 
many miles away feel the pain of the needles. 


Then, moistening his hands, he touched my head 


and invoked a multiple blessing! Honored ancestors, 
good health, my house untouched, my children pro- 
tected. As I am unmarried and have no children, I 
shall have to wait and see about the fourth blessing.

Last year, when producer Samuel Goldwyn 
bought the screen rights to the Broadway 
smash hit, Guys and Dolls, he gave the top 
price ever paid for a film property: $1,000,- 
000. The production has been pretty unortho- 
dox ever since. 


First, Goldwyn signed Joseph L. Mankie- 


wicz, a four-time Academy Award winner 
who never had handled a musical comedy, to 
write the screenplay and direct Guys and 
Dolls. 


Then, for the romantic leads, he hired 


Marlon Brando (at $200,000). who never 
had sung or danced professionally, and Jean 
Simmons (at $100,000), a British-born dra- 
matic actress. Marlon was cast as gambler 
Sky Masterson, so named in the picture be- 


cause of his willingness to bet on anything; 
Jean got the role of Sgt. Sarah Brown of the 
Save-a-Soul Mission, young, pretty and dedi- 
cated to her work. Goldwyn 
further 


announced that both stars would do their own 
singing. Said Brando: 


"My voice sounds like the mating call of a 


dying yak, but if Mr. Goldwyn has the gall 
to put it on the screen I'm willing to try it." 


For three months thereafter, Marlon 


studied under Leon Cepparo, the vocal coach 
who had instructed him for his Shakespeare 
debut in Julius Caesar. As a result, movie- 
goers will be pleasantly surprised by Brando's 
rich baritone in his principal number, Luck 
Be a Lady Tonight. 


Although Marlon long has been known as 


"a difficult character" in Hollywood, he

Once 
he believes right is on his side, he will take on 
anyone or anything. During the course of 
this production he took on two 'formidable 
foes, Sam Goldwyn and television's famous 
emcee, Ed Sullivan. 


It began with Sullivan's shrewd attempt to 


procure for his TV show a half-hour preview 


of Guys and Dolls. Sullivan offered Goldwyn 
$32,000, hoping no doubt that Sam would 
prevail on the film's stars to contribute their 
talents in the spirit of sales promotion. 


When Sinatra heard of this, he reacted 


violently: Sullivan, he claimed, bad "tried

to put pressure on top studio officials to get 
me to appear for free on Toast of the Town. 
... 1 get $25,000 for a personal appearance, 
and Sullivan offered only $32,000 for the 
entire package." 


Sullivan promptly wrote to the Screen 


Actors Guild, saying that to date his show had 
paid out $5,000,000 to performers and that 
he had approached Goldwyn, not Sinatra, on 
the Guys and Dolls project. He also reprinted 
the entire letter in a paid trade-paper adver- 
tisement. Sinatra then rebutted with a full- 
page advertisement in Variety: "Dear Ed, 
You're sick. Frankie . . . P.S. Sick, sick, sick." 


Although this exchange of advertisements 


nettled practically all the top echelon con- 
cerned with the picture--and produced no 
TV preview— it had scant effect upon 
Sinatra's work. Vivian Blaine, the only top 
name retained from the original Broadway 
cast, says, "Frank was very easy to work with, 
largely because we established a kind of in- 
stantaneous rapport. It was the kind of thing 
I had with Sam Lcvenc, who played 'the 
Nathan Detroit part in the stage show. And 


1 never thought I'd find it again. But Frank is 
such a darn' good professional that it was a 
cinch working with him." 


In the film Frank sings four numbers beau- 


tifully. Only one, Adelaide, is a solo. The 
others are Sue Me, which he sings with Vivian 
Blaine, and The Oldest Established and Guys 
and Dolls, sung with Stubby Kaye, Johnny 
Silver and a chorus. 


WHAT'S 'DOLL' IN ARABIC? 


Because the title Guys and Dolls means little 


or nothing to foreign moviegoers, Loew's 


International, which is distributing the film 


overseas, had to translate it into different 


languages. This created problems, particu- 


larly with the word "doll," which has more 


than one meaning even in English. Anyway, 


here's what came out: 


In Germany, Guys and Dolls becomes 


Schwere Jungen — ieichte Moedchen, or 


Tough Guys — Ugbf-heorfed Girls. 


In France: Blanches Co/ombes ef Villains 


Messieurs, or White Doves and Tough Guys. 


In Spain: E//OJ y Ellas, literally Hes and 


She*. 


In Arabic, the title reads This Woman is 


Mine; in Swedish, Angels of Broadway; in 


Siamese, Made for Each Other; and in 


Hebrew, The Boyi and the Attractive, Easy- 


going Girls — a title, it is safe to say, that 


will fit no theater marquee in the world. 


Altogether, there are 18 songs (by Frank 


Loesser) and dances (by. Michael Kidd) in 
the film. All but three songs were in the 
original Broadway score. The newcomers are 
Pet Me, Poppa (which replaces A Bushel and 
a Peck), the abovementioned Adelaide and 
A Woman in Love, a duet by Brando and 
Simmons. Since the picture runs 2% hours, 
three good numbers were cut from the score: • 
My Time of Day, More I Cannot Wish You 
and Marry the Man Today. 


The most effective vocalist in the picture is 


Vivian Blaine, who vents her emotional frus- 
tration in two hilarious numbers: Take Back 
Your Mink and Adelaide's Lament. 


A native of Newark, N. J., where she was 


christened Vivian Stapleton, the perky blonde 
has been an integral part of Guys and Dolls 
since it opened on Broadway five years ago. 
After 1,200 Broadway performances as Miss 
Adelaide, Vivian played the same part on the 
road and in London. When Sam Goldwyn 
caught the show abroad, he confided to .his 
wife that Vivian was "the one member of the 
cast we've got to get." Result: she steals the 
show. 


After the film's completion in Hollywood 


this past July, Vivian and two other original- 
cast members — Sam Levene and Bob Alda 
— joined forces again at the Royal Nevada 
Hotel in Las Vegas, where an abbreviated 
version of Guys and Dolls currently is playing 
to the tourists and week-end gamblers. Mean- 
while the picture will be opening soon in New 
York and Chicago, then around the country. 
From all appearances, it will return producer 
Goldwyn's investment — about $5,500,000 
altogether — with interest.

hind those once-crumbling walls. The 
program's success can be measured only 
in terms of health, safety and community 
pride. 


Portland's war on slums has been a 


community project, first to last. It began 
in 1948. when the Portland Press-Herald 
and Evening Express shocked local read- 
ers with vivid photos and stories of decay 
amounting 
almost 
to squalor. The 


papers' steady drumfire led to formation 
of a 14-member Citizens' Housing Com- 
mittee. The group plumped strongly for 
a program of neighborhood face-lifting. 


Then City Hall's young, aggressive 


team of Dr. Edward Colby, health di- 
rector, ami Gordon E. (Pete) Martin, 
housing supervisor, draftetl a hoasing 
code with teeth and enforced it with 
vigor. But the final push needed to put 
the program across came from residents 
themselves. Within a week after the code 
was passed by the Cily Council, home- 
owners were streaming to Martin's office 
to find out how they could comply with it. 


Just what is the owner's (or the ten- 


ant's) role? When his area is chosen for 
rehabilitation (the program began with 
six blocks, now covers 20), he is invited 
to a meeting of residents and city offi- 
cials. Dr. Colby and Martin outline the 
inspection law, explain its rock-bottom 
standards, then urge property owners to 
ignore the mininiunis and renovate from 
top to bottom. 


A few days after the meeting, Martin's 


inspectors invade the area armed with 
flashlights, detailed forms and an extra 
quantity of politeness. Since community 
cooperation is so important, the men are 
trained to inspect at the owner's conveni- 
ence and to be as accommodating as pos- 
sible. (Once, a home-owner refused to 
admit an inspector until he sang an Irish 
song. The inspector obliged with /'// 
Take Yon Home Again, Kathleen.) The 
house is combed from foundation to 
attic, with particular attention to struc- 
ture, sanitation and ventilation. 


Later, an owner may receive an offi- 


cial okay — or an order telling him to 


repair anything from a crack in the wall 
to a sewage system. If he fails to comply, 
the city is empowered to take him to 
court, or even to shutter the building as 
unfit for occupancy. 


But most owners are eager to fall in 


line. Sometimes, when repairs are expen- 
sive, Martin's agreeable men allow own- 
ers to spread the work over a long period. 
Occasionally they run afoul of an inde- 
pendent cuss who refuses to be told to 
remodel; he complies with the law and

then does a thorough job a year or so 
|ater — just to show it's his own idea. 


How can your city band together to 


stamp out the glacicrlike creep of slums? 
Here and there, cities already have 
chalked up success with programs of 
"urban renewal"; and a national organi- 
zation, ACTION (American Council To 
Improve Our Neighiorhoods, Box 462, 
Radio City Station, New York 20, 
N.Y.), stands ready, with information 
and trained consultants, to help your city 
get started. For as Portland has learned, 
the battle against decay benefits every- 
one. The results are counted in reduced 
disease, reduced delinquency and a shot- 
in-thc-arm for civic self-respect.

FORT WORTH, TEX. 


Barney Holland, the balding, blocky 
Texan above, could be called a symbol of 
the fipsh postwar years. He returned here 
.from the Navy in 1946 with $4,000 
saved; since then, he has pyramided his 
net worth to well over a million dollars, 
mostly in oil, trucks, tires, and ranch 
land. 


Barney is 35 and the archetype of the 


new millionaire, the modern 
Midas 


whose golden touch consists of an un- 
shakable belief that the boom will go 
right on booming. (Barney's own op-

timism runs so deep that he once owed 
$70,000 on a $300-a-month salary.) 
With the economy at new heights in 
1955, Barney and his breed of new ty- 
coon are enjoying the best year on their 
books and see no reason to hedge their 
bets.

blessed little like a millionaire, the much- 
caricatured Texas species or any other.

mat. 


A millionaire who compujes the cost 


of a washer may sound like a nickel- 
nurser, but what this really reflects is an 
unbounded capacity for study, which 
Barney turns loose on every project, 
from the purchase of a washer to the sale 
of 200,000 gallons of gasoline. His fa- 
vorite reading consists of economics, 
finance and banking textbooks. Two or 


three evenings a week, he pulls out an 
armchair study board, a souvenir of his 
days at Princeton, and covers yards of 
paper with figures on business deals. His 
knowledge of the tax laws, for example, 
would do credit to T. Coleman Andrews, 
Mr. Income Tax himself. In Barney's 
realm, nothing is left to chance. 


Around Fort Worth, Barney has some- 


what the reputation of a reckless plunger. 
He considers this unfair. "What nobody 
ever sees is the amount of work I do over 
this study board," he says. "I figure every 
angle and stack all the facts and figures 
in the back of my head. When I'm set 
for something, it may seem hazardous to 
them, but not to me."

bridled optimism, Barney has built up a 
small but substantial empire, most of it 
interlocking. His biggest firm, the Barney 
Holland Oil Co., 
wholesales Conoco 


gasoline, oil and accessories; its best cus- 
tomers are the 50-odd service stations 
Barney himself controls. (The company 
also owns a number of business proper- 
ties, mostly leased out to automobile 
dealers.) 


This gasoline is transported from a 


Holland-owned depot to Holland-owned 
stations via Holland-owned trucks of the 
Heart of Texas Trucking Co. (The ar- 
rangement sprang from Barney's home- 
work: by paying Heart of Texas twice 
the going rate for transportation, Barney 
Holland Oil keeps out of a higher in- 
come-tax 
bracket — and 
the 
money 


comes back to the same place.) Likewise, 
the Holland chain of service stations 


"buys tires from the Barney Holland Tire 


Co. 


Then there are the lesser satellites — 


the Triangle Transport Co., another 
trucking firm, and Westport, Inc., a real- 
estate outfit in which Barney owns a one- 
fifth interest. He also owns some $ 15,000 
in bank stock — "although I like to keep 
control of my own money" — and keeps 
as a kind of cushion some $3,500 in 
sound mining stock, which his mother 
bought for him with his Navy pay. 


In Barney's eye, the Lick Skillet Ranch 


at Idabel, Okla., in the Red River Val- 
ley, crowns his galaxy. Once, Barney 
considered ranching for a living: today, 
what salary he draws above his $25,0.00 
(the trucking firm pays him a token $125 
a month, the tire firm nothing) is 
siphoned into the ranch. Barney is build- 
ing up his herds of Black Angus cattle 
(he now has 300 head) and plans to add 
sheep. Judging by land prices in the 
neighborhood, the ranch alone is worth 
roughly 51,000,000. 


But the Lick Skillet is more than an 


investment: it wraps up business, pleas- 
ure and future. Barney, still hard at work 
and busier than millionaires who live on 
their dividends, uses the ranch as a re- 
treat (it has neither radio nor telephone); 
the kids consider it almost a fairyland. 
Barney fishes, hunts, walks around sur- 
veying his land and thinks out business 
problems without pressure. Often he fills 
the house with guests — many of them 
his employes, for he believes in sharing 
his fortune with them. 


Barney tries hard to build up an esprit 


dc corps among his workers. "1 know 
very well that I get more loyalty, if they 
have a stake in the profits," he says. Part 
of this "profit-sharing" system is a subr 
stantial Christmas bonus. Barney also 
gives his men a chance to enter business 
for themselves. "That's the best pension 
plan 1 could give them," he declares. 


Recently, one employe launched plans 


for a new shopping center — on land 
Barney found and bought for him. A 
service station in the center will buy 
Barney Holland Oil Co. products, and 
this is enough return for the boss. 


It's not loo many years since Barney 


himself was scraping by on S250 a 
month. True, his father (also named 
Barney) had an established business in 
the oil firm, but Barney started at the 
bottom as a truck driver and "general 
flunky." His first move after discharge 
was to marry Priscilla Bradford, a Smith 
College graduate whom he had met at 
Princeton on a football week end: they 
set up housekeeping in an $80-a-month 
garage apartment with some hand-me- 
down furniture. The thing the Hollands 
remember best about those days was the 
way diet followed the day of the week — 
Tuesday was beans day, Wednesday 
spaghetti day and so on. 


Barney immediately turned his search- 


ing mind loose on his dad's business. 
Within a year he had a sweeping plan for 
reorganization. It got a cold shoulder, to 
say the least. "It looked like here was

The future never 


looked rosier to 


optimistic Barney 


and his family 


Junior telling older people how to do 
things," Barney recalls. "They didn't wel- 
come any outside static." His project was 
allowed to die quietly. 


Thwarted there, Barney's restless mind 


looked elsewhere. In 1948 he dipped into 
his savings for $800 and bought a service- 
station lease. He sold the inventory for 
$500, leased the station at a profit of $50 
a month. Thus, for $300, he had upped his 
income $50 a month. A few months later 
he added a second station for $9,000. He • 
borrowed $6,000 of the money; payments

were $100, rent was $125, -so he profited 
$25 more a month. 


About this time, Priscilla objected. He 


was raiding the savings for highly specula- 
tive ventures, she felt, Barney marshaled 
his facts, took out his lap board and showed 
her mathematically that no risk was in- 
volved. She has been his convinced booster 
ever since. 


His father was less easily swayed, so 


more and more Barney turned to private 
real-estate operations. He sold his house at 
a $10,000 profit, bought a farm, traded it 
as down payment on the ranch, added to

his network of service stations. Finally, in 
1949, he quit his father's business. 


His career on his own lasted roughly 


three months. Then his father's business 
associate fell ill, and Barney was asked to 
come back. "I agreed on two conditions," 
Barney says. "One. that 1 be accepted as an 
equal, not a junior, and two, that my salary 
be limited to $300 a month. I didn't want to 
lean on anybody. I wanted to prove I had 
the goods." 


Barney got more than equal status; his 


dad gave him a free hand. The old plan for 
reorganization was dusted off, brought up 
to date and put to work. After much con- 
sultation (and many nights over the study 
board), the company changed its status 
from Conoco's agent to an oil wholesaler 
handling Conoco products. The string of 
gas stations was expanded. More property 
was purchased. Rental income zoomed from 
$2,000 to $40,000 a year. Sales jumped 
from 200,000 to 400,000 gallons a month. 
By 1952, Barney had spent more than a 
quarter of a million dollars to expand. 


Millionaire Barney is still spending — 


and he is still a whirlwind, with little time 
for fun by everyday standards. "Today," 
Barney says, "Conoco sales in Fort Worth 
are the highest per capita of any large city 
in the U.S., and 75 per cent of these sales 
are due to the Barney Holland Oil Co." In 
addition to quarterbacking this sales cam- 
paign, Barney has taken time out for such 
projects as designing a new office building 
for the company (on the strength of a year 
of architecture in college) and running for 
City Council as an independent. (He won a 
two-year term, and is busily heckling his 
fellow councilmen to spend more to im- 
prove ,the city.) 


The Hollands have few evenings to spend 


over the chess board, one of their favorite 
recreations. Reading is another pet. but 
Barney has little time for the Book-of-the- 


Month Club. (The Hollands have separate 
libraries; Barney runs to economics texts 
and new fiction, Priscilla's to history and 
biography.) 


Then there are the social demands. The 


Hollands move in the more rarefied circles 
of Fort Worth society. Barney springs from 
a revered Texas family: an ancestor was 
the legendary Col. James Bowie, and an 
uncle was Frank Hawks, the famed flier. 
who used to bring Will Rogers to dinner at 
the Holland home. ("I remember sitting on 
the bed listening to him tell stories," Barney 
says. "He was funny as hell.") Priscilla, 
with a Park Avc. and New Canaan, Conn., 
background, is likewise society-bred, and 
the Hollands are seen often in Fort Worth's 
best places — the River Crest Country Club, 
the Ridglcy Club, the Colonial Club. 


"We know everybody all right," Barney 


admits. He himself, however, is not much 
for socializing; though amiable enough, he 
has to be almost dragooned into dressing 
up. As a result, he often stays home with 
the study board while Priscilla goes to con- 
certs or to the theater in Dallas with friends.

Occasionally, the Hollands will hold a small, 
formal cocktail party, usually inviting seven 
to 
10 couples - 
hardly millionaire-type 


high living. 


With Flora to handle the housework, 


I'riscilla divides her days between the chil- 


— drcn and volunteer work. She is active in 


the League of Women Voters, the Junior 
League and the women's auxiliary of All 
Saints Episcopal Church. Summers, when 
Lindsay and Barney aren't in school, she 
shepherds the children to a swimming pool 
or the zoo in her Ford station wagon. 


Barney shies away from bringing up the 


children, leaving it mostly to Priscilla, and 
confesses openly that he's "a little afraid" 
of them. "1 like them when they're well- 
behaved," he says, "but otherwise they're 
kind of hard to take." Barney has never 
changed diapers or walked the floor with 
any of the children. 


This is not due to a lack of devotion, by 


his standards. "When 
Priscilla takes the 


kids to Sunday School, and I lie in bed. don't 
think I'm asleep.'' he says. "I'm reading the 
want ads or figuring out some deal in my 
head. Sure, I could he playing with the kids 
— but what if I came up with cancer or 
something, then what am I doing for my 
kids?" 


Family affairs are marked "hers," just as 


business is marked "his." Priscilla gets an 
allowance of $750 a month, which covers 
.the mortgage payment ($107), the utilities 
($70) and home maintenance and repairs 
($46) as well as food ($215), clothing 


($81) 
and entertainment ($58). What's 


left usually goes into the family savings ac- 
count, although Priscilla sometimes lakes a 
flier in business herself. She owns a gaso- 
line truck in her own name — and rents it 
to Heart of Texas Trucking Co. 


Barney's one extravagance is antique col- 


lecting; he has a closet full of Dresden and 
Meissen china and the walls are sprinkled 


with Currier & Ives prints. Both enjoy 
travel, hut since Barney doesn't like to be 
away from the office for more than three 
or four days, their trips are limited to short 
hops to Mexico or New Orleans. Most of 
their leisure is spent at the ranch. 


Barney has extensive plans for the ranch. 


For one thing, he hopes to initiate an "as- 
sembly line" steer-feeding system, under 
which cattlemen would send him steers to 
be fed and then pay him a fee for the weight 
they have gained. He also plans to begin 
raising sheep. And his companies are not 
marking time, either. 


"Maybe I'll make five million or 10 mil- 


lion, I don't know," Barney says. "What- 
ever it is, money is just a by-product. I'm 
having fun in what I'm doing — the way 
other people play bridge. Opportunity is still 
very much alive in this country. I've got 
a lot of hope for the future." 


Priscilla also has hope for the future. 


"I'd like to build a new house and have more 
things and live with a little more dash and 
give better parties and do more things so- 
cially," she says. "I want the children to 
have the finest education possible and get 
a good start in life. But I won't push 
Barney to get any of these things." 


Barney, of course, is a man who needs 


no pushing. Plans already arc in motion 
for the house: the Hollands own a two-acre 
tract on a bluff overlooking the Trinity 
River. The Hollands will build their Early 
American dream house after the children 
get a little older and after -they sell their 
present home — "at a profit, of course." 


The Hollands speak of tomorrow as 


though it were already here — as well it 
might be. Barney's optimism has never let 
him down before, and he sees not a chance 
that it will in the future. In his view, the 
boom will go snowballing on and on, and 
he is willing to back up his belief with dol- 
lars and cents. He and his kind of new 
millionaire have cashed in most on postwar 
prosperity. They also are among those who 
made it possible.

A. Your parents are not being realistic. It is 
perfectly normal for a boy of 17 to want to 
dale, and parents Who try to stop this natural 
process usually find that their children de- 
ceive them in the matter. Perhaps some older 
member of your family, your clergyman or 
teacher could talk, to your parents tactfully 
about it. 


Q. I am 14 and I like boys, but I like TV, too. 


I do not know whether to go out on dates or 


watch TV. — M. M., Knoxville, Tenn. 


A. While there is any doubt about it, better 
'watch TV. 


Q. There is a boy in my community who con- 
tinually asks to date me, even though I refuse 


him each time. He is a nice boy, and I wouldn't 
want to lose him as a friend by hurting his 


feelings. How can I make him understand? 


Also, my face turns red when anyone tells me 


I'm pretty. Please tell me how to overcome 


this shyness. — C. S., Greenville, S. C. 


A. It is always a girl's privilege to refuse to 
go out with a boy, and she need not make 
elaborate excuses. Perhaps you are not really 
being firm enough with this boy, since you 
are worried about losing him as a friend. 


Perhaps if you accept the fact that you are 


pretty and attractive, you will also accept the 
compliments that go with it. Express your 
thanks modestly and try.to return the com- 
pliment at a suitable moment. 


Q. I like a boy who likes me but we live quite 
a distance from each other. Could I ask him 


to write? — B. J. C., Syracuse, N. Y. 


A. Yes, you may ask him to write, and it 
would be polite of him to saythat he will — 
even if he knows in his heart that he may 
never get around to it. If he's honest, you 
may get this kind of answer: "I'd like to write 
and I'll try. But you know how it is — there's 
homework and sports. But if you don't hear, 
it won't be because I'm not thinking of you."

5. The next year, when she was 


an even perler 17, she scored a 
terrific upset, winning the wom- 
en's championship of the Pacific 
Southwest tournament in 
Los 


Angeles. 
She bowled over Pat 


Canning Todd 6-2, G-3 in a tour- 
nament which annually is con- 
sidered as important as the U. S. 
Nationals at Forest Hills. 
She 


won this championship for a sec- 
ond lime last month, scoring a 
vengeful G-l, 6-4 v i c t o r y over 
Barbara Breit, a N o r t h Holly- 
wood miss who upset Beverly at 
Forest Hills in August. 


G. Last year at La Jolla she

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NIGHT DRIVERS: 
Wash Your Face 
for Safety First! 


Going to "hit the road" at night? Then wash your face in cold water be- 
fore you start. It's a trick that will help to "hypo" your night vision. 


By Douglas Nelson Rhodes 


» NEWLY-DISCOVERED way 
*™ to stimulate better night 
vision is to wash your face and 
hands thoroughly in cold water 
before venturing forth into the 
dark. This is the advice of Ed- 
win U. Fletcher, special exam- 
iner in charge of research for the 


California State Drivers' License 
Division, whose research showed 
that the cold water treatment, 
may thereby materially improve 
your nighttime safe driving rec- 
ord. 


Fletcher and the Drivers' Li- 


cense 
Division 
recently con- 


ducted experiments in the hope 
of turning up some solution to 
the west's ever-climbing acci- 
dent 
rate, 
especially 
among 


night drivers in California. The 
survey showed that nearly 2,500,- 
000 of the state's nrnrily 6,500,- 
000 motorists suffer from sub- 


normal nocturnal vision, which 
includes poor glare resistance— 
another driving ha/ard that may 
be ameliorated to an extent by 
following the cold water treat- 
ment. 


The researchers do not claim 


that washing in cold water will 
automatically give owl-eyes to 
motorists, however. They sug- 
gest that it is merely one of the 
tricks which science has discov- 
ered to "hypo" the senses in the 
human system after the eyesight 
has become acclimated to the 
brighter hours of daylight. The 
treatment was developed while 
scientists were delving into the 
problems of overcoming h e a d- 
light 
glare.

is 
admitted, 


though, that 
the surface has 


barely been srKi'ched in this 
phase of optical research. 
Ex- 


periments are bc'ing continued 
along the lines indicated by the 
initial successes.

Owls and other birds 


and animals with high reputa- 
tions for nocturnal \ision have 
an abundance of this pigment 
and their systems are geared 
naturally to the manufacture in 
quantity. 
Exposure of the eye 


to light, howe\er. uses up or 
bleaches the pigment with vary- 
ing degrees of rapidity, depend- 
ing upon the species of animals. 
In human beings the bleaching 
is a relatively fast process.

The old Union Pacific horse- 


shoe courts 
were 
located 
at 


Ocean Blvd. and Lime Ave., but 
progress ousted them and an en- 
terprising restaurant took over. 
The time goes back to 1927 when 
the lot, owned by the Union Pa- 
cific Railway, was loaned with- 
out cost to a local g r o u p of 
horseshoe pitchers. Here the fa- 
miliar stakes of (he horseshoe 
court popped up without embel- 
lishment of backstops, cement 
pitching stands or bleachers. 


Early-day players recall that a 


.shoe that missed the stake might 
well roll half a block. 
Winter 


rains qungmired the courts but 
left spirits undaunted; following 
a rain the dub members would 
spend two or three hours digging 
out the soft mud from in front 
of the stakes and replacing it 
with dry dirt dug from 
solid 


eartli behind the courts. 
With- 


out pause the boys then settled 
down to the business at hand— 
horseshoes. 


DURING THIS I'KKIOD as 


many as eight members partici- 
pated in club activities, despite 
an earth-shaking raise in club 
dues from 50 cents to a dollar in 


the heart of the depression, the 
Union Pacific Horseshoe Club 
continued to grow. 


Abou 193G the railway leased 


the land to the present holders, 
but allowed the club to move to 
railway property on the south- 
east corner of Broadway and 
Alamitos Ave. Here the club 
flourished until 1940 when, again 
it was "dispossessed" by the con- 
struction of a store at this cor- 
ner. 
However, again, the Union 


Pacific, like the Great White 
Father shepherding its charges 
from reservation to reservation 
(though under no legal compel- 
lalion) allowed the club to move 
to its present spot at First St. 
and Alamilos. 
Here it has re- 


mained in uninterrupted free- 
rent (enure to (his day and cur- 
rently boasts about 125 dues- 
paying members and eight of the 
best pitching courts in Southern 
California. 


SEVERAL MEMBERS of the 


original club—Peter Cartwrighl, 
George Pasch and George Weih- 
rauch — still remain active in 
club pitching. Ten and 15-year 
"veterans" of club competition 
abound on the roster. Winter 
visitors 
from 
the east 
swell 


membership rolls and enliven ac- 
tivities with yearly renewals of 
old 
friendships. One 
Montana 


rancher, George Bond, has been 
a winter member of the club con- 
tinuously for 25 years. Pasch 
reflects that so many of the club 
members seemed to be named 
"George" 
that 
when someone 


says, "Let George do it," half 
the members of the club get up 
and leave. 


Club members come from all 


walks of life. 
The present ros- 


ter includes a banker, a lawyer, 
businessmen, ranchers, landlords 
(and tenants) and many of Long 
Beach's famous retired element. 
In earlier days, a famous Chi- 
cago physician was a r e g u l a r 
winter player. To (his doctor is 
credited the quote that he had 
never heard of an active horse- 
shoe player having had an oper- 
ation for appendicitis. The con- 
tinual bending over to pick up 
the shoes is given as the appar- 
ent reason for this. As one club 


member was heard to remark 
facetiously recently, "1 may keel 
over from 
I he sun here one of 


I hose days, bill it's a comfort 
knowing I'm safe from appendi- 
citis!"

"breath of heaven" which is un 
apt description. Two varieties 
arc available: alba, which pro- 
duces white-toned flowers 
and 


purpurea which develops blooms 
of a purple-pink tinge. The plant 
has somewhat the appearance of 
a heath and demands a spot out 
in the sun. Rubbing the leaves 
together causes the fragrance to 
be more pronounced. 


For a clean fragrance that will 


remind you of the great outdoors 
choose libocedrus dccurrens. This 
is a California native and as such 
is sure to succeed in your gar- 
den. It lias what is known as a 
"woodsy smell;" it is like bring- 
ing the mountains to your gar- 
den. This incense cedar is well 
adapted for the average land- 
scape, being neither loo large nor 
too small. At maturity the tree 
should approximate a height of 
from forty to fifty feet. 


I,II:OCKDUI;S DKCURKEXS 


is somewhat on the formal side 
and this characteristic should be 
kept in mind relative to its .sur- 
roundings. Thn tree has a state- 
ly shape and is well proportioned. 
The foliage is dense, the tree be- 
ing quile full in the center. It 
assumes a pyramidal type of 
growth. The aromatic 
quality 


should aid in wiping out gasoline 
fumes that may waft inlo your 
garden from the street. 


A somewhat taller tree is eu- 


calyptus citriodora, so named be- 
cause

This specimen grows to around 
seventy feet and gets there rath- 
er rapidly. One distinguishing 
mark of the eucalyptus citrio- 
dora is its white trunk that, be- 
cause of the smoothness of the 
surface, appears to be polished.

COME BREEDS of dogs (op all 


others in the majority of obc- 


dience trials and surveys sho w 
that one of these is the Border 
collie, a dog s e l d o m seen in 
Southern California trials. 


Those who have seen this su- 


perb working animal in a sheep 
dog trial, o b e d i e n c e event or 
working for his master know 
that he not only is tops as good 
dogs go but that he goes "over 
the top" in his excellence. 


Since the Border collie is sel- 


dom seen in Southern California, 
this fine breed has scarcely been 
noticed here. 
However, if you 


were to see one at a sheep dog 
trial, obedience trial, or working 
for his masler, you would know 
that lie not only is tops but that 
he actually goes over the top! 


XO DOG in the ring, field or 


ranch can beat a good Border 
collie, for he is a real working 
dog to the fullest extent of the 
word. 


It is a wonderful sight at a 


sheep dog trial to watch this dog 
work at the job he is bred to do. 
At a whistle from his master he 
will drop in his tracks while run- 
ning at full speed. Another whis- 
tle will start him, another send 
him to right or to left. 
Each 


lillle variation in the whistling 
is a different .signal recognized 
and obeyed by the dog while he 
is working either at full speed 
or walk or crouch. 


THE IIOKDKK COI.MK is a 


beautiful animal, s m a l l e r and 
more compact than the regular 
collie, and his coat is u s u a l l y 
black and white. 
He is not a 


new breed, for Thomas Bewick in 
his "General History of Quadru- 
peds" refers to him as far back 
as 1790. 


The dog originated along the 


border b e t w e e n England and 
Scotland, hence his name. He is 
used extensively in Europe for 


herding sheep and more recently 
in America. 


The breed is registered with 


the North American Sheep Dog 
Society, the only society in the 
United States which is officially 
recognized by the International 
Sheep Dog Society of Britain. 
Mutually acceptable rules gov- 
ern the interrelationship between 
the two societies. 


Credited with being the first 


person in California and perhaps 
in the United States to introduce 
the Bonier collie into the A KG 
obedience trials is Mrs. Frances 
Mc.Tunkin of Vallejo, with the 
dog, Wheat (pictured with this 
article). 


TWO WEEKS after his first 


appearance in a training class, 
Wheat was in the ribbons at his 
first show. 
Four months and 


two weeks after his first show 
lie won his utility degree at the 
age of one year and one week. 
The rules of AKC were then a 
little different, but when changed 
Wheat was the first dog on (he 
West Coast (o gel a qualifying 
score under (he new laws. Wheat 
never received a 
disqualifying 


score at any show. 


The Border coilie has appeared 


in Life magazine, and he was 
seen as Boll, Son of Battle, in 
the 20th C e n t u r y-Kox 
film, 


"Thunder in tiic Valley." 


Border collies are work- 
ing dogs, excelling in 
obedience. Wheat, 6 yrs. 
old, is tops in his breed.

UN Stamps on Parade 


r»MIE PRACTICE of nations to 


honor with .special postage 


stamps the significant events of 
another country or an occasion 
of international interest is be- 
coming more popular every year. 


Earlier 
this 
year some 30 


countries marked the 50th an- 
niversary of the 
founding of Ro- 
t a r y Interna- 
tional; In 1954, 
it was the Ma- 
rian 
Year; 
in 


1949, 
the 
75th 


anniversary 
of 


the Unive r s a I 
Postal Un i on; 
in 1945, the death of President 
Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, and in 


1937, the scsquiccntennial of the 
United States Constitution. 


On Oct. 24, postal officials all 


over the world will release at 
least 100 different stamps to 
commemorate the 10th anniver- 
sary of the United Nations. 


The U. N. Postal Administra- 


tion will start the parade with 
an issue that will be an innova- 
tion. Its three commemoratives 
will be issued in small souvenir 
sheets, each imprinted with a 
three, four and eight-cent stamp.. 
These may be used as a unit and 
prepay 15 cents worth of post- 
age, or they may be cut apart 
and used individually. 
It is the 


first time that the United Na- 
tions has produced such an issue. 


Word has been received from 


several 
other 
countries 
that 


they would have special stamps. 
Switzerland, which is not a mem- 
ber, will produce a complete set 
of seven different values; Aus- 
tria, which has applied for mem- 
bership but has not yet been ad- 
mitted, will issue a single strik- 
ing 
design. 
Luxembourg 
will 


produce four stamps designed by 
Sam Hartz, the man who created 
a number 
of stamps for the 


United Nations in the past. 
At 


least a dozen other lands will 
have distinctive stamps. 


The important aspect of this 


recent trend, as far as collections 
are concerned, is that it enables 
them to make specially collec- 
tions in addition to Ihoir regular 
albums. 


The acquisition of such "inter- 


national 
event 
stamps" 
gives 


them an opportunity of arrang- 
ing a small album with stamps, 
first-day covers and related an- 
notations and owning at least 
one collection which is absolutely 
complete: the ambition of every 
follower of the philatelic avoca- 
tion.

Navy to Cut 
Water Used 
by Dentists 


WASHINGTON <U.P.) — The 


Navy announced Saturday that 
it plans to save 8160,000 a year 
by cutting the 
amount of 


water that goes down the 
drain in dental treatment. 


It seems Navy dentists have 


been using 250,000,000 gallons 
of water a year while excavat- 
ing cavities in sailors, from 
gobs to admirals. 


This extravagance is going 


to stop, the Navy disclosed. All 
dental chairs are now being 
outfitted with a special valve 
which will control the water 
flowing into the cuspidor. From 
now on, the water will be used 
only when it's needed, instead 
of running all the time. 


This is expected to cut 


dental water consumption to a 
mere trickle of 4,653,500 gal- 
lons a year—a total saving of 
more than 200,000,000 gallons. 


The saving is expected to 


amount to $44 for every land- 
based dental unit and $260 for 
ship units. Total saving for the 
taxpayer—$160,000. 


The new valve is the creation 


of Cmdr. William N. Gallagher 
of the Naval dental school 
here. It will cost only about $12 
to build.

Th» above fig- 
ures do not include our 300 acres of beach or our 325 
acres of school playgrounds. 


From the report -of the L. A. County Park Superin- 


tendent one gets an idea oi what it costs to develop and 
maintain a park. It will be startling to. many of our 
readers. When they realize what it means to their taxes 
they will be even more concerned. The cost of develop- 
ment runs from 56,000 to 515,000 an acre. The cost of 
maintenance averages SI,250 an acre per year.

Two years ago, when it appeared we would have 


an unlimited amount of money, the people voted 33,000,- 
000 for development of some 163 acres of parks in 11 
districts. That averaged 517,100 an acre for development 
cost alone. If this amount is voted in bonds it will call 
for additional taxes of about 3 per cent. Then the cast of 
maintenance added on to present costs would be 163 
acres at minimum costs of S!,250 an acre or about $203,- 
750 a year. That is equal to another 3 per cent increase 
in annual city taxes. Thais development and maintenance 
of these 163 acres would add about 6 per cent to city 
faxes. Greater development of the 1,059 acres now owned 
by the city would cost proportionately. 


At the same time the people voted to use oil money 


for this development of present park lands they voted 
another 53,750,000 to acquire more land. 
That would 


probably mean another 750 acres. Added to the-figures 
above, taxpayers would face a probable 30 per cent in- 
crease in tax rates for this lull park program. These proj- 
ects are being resludied by the Mayor's Committee with 
a view to submitting a bond issue on a ballot early in 
February.

Included in the presently owned land are some 480 


acres on the east side of the San Gabriel River. It is land 
close to the Orange County line. It was acquired when 
we thought we had unlimited money. Now some thought- 
ful citizens are suggesting that this land be sold for sub- 
divisions and the proceeds used lor developing neigh- 
borhood parks throughout the city. The above figures 
showing land now owned do not include some 480 acres 
set aside for golf courses of which only about 171 acres 
are now developed. 


To those who question the cost of maintenance of 


parks we refer them to the Los Angeles County figures. 
We also suggest they check what it costs them for a 
gardener for their own yard. They will find that the cost 
plus water, fertilizer and new plants will run well above 
the figures shown per acre.

of Christ in' Italy leaves Rome 
Monday for home because the 
Italian Foreign Ministry has re- 
fused to extend his permit to 
remain in Italy. 


Cline R. Paden of Lubbock, 


Texas, leader of a group of 
American evangelists who came 
here at the end oC the war, said: 


"I leave Italy, both happy and 


unhappy . . . happy because I 
have seen the Church o[ Christ 


firmly established in Italy." 


He leaves after seven years' 


work in this country,, marked at 
times by stormy sessions with 
Italian police and other officials. 
His wife and two children, both 
Italian-born, will leave with him.

Churches of Christ in the United 
States to speak on the subject 
of religious liberty in Italy. 


Troubles for the original group 


of 11 Church of Christ evan- 
gelists — most of them from 


Texas—began in 1950 after they 
had established an orphanage in 
the Roman hill town of Frascati, 
near the summer residence of 
Pope Pius XII at Castel Gon- 
dolfo. A spokesman for the Ital- 
ian ministry vvhicb has charge 
of non-Catholjc religious cults 
in Italy said at that time there 
wns no need for the orphanage. 


In 1952, Churches of Christ in 


Italy were ordered closed, but 
then were permitted to reopen. 
Last year and again this year, 


,the Church of Christ in Rome 
had trouble with police over a 
sign—"Chiesa di Cristo"—which 
members of the church put up 
three times. 
Police removed it 


three times. 


Police last removed the sign 


on March 3, despite a decision 
by Rome's tribunal criticizing 
their previous actions and citing 
the Italian constitution, which 
guarantees religious liberty to al 
cults.

.•years has sustained a 15 per 
tent rise in labor costs alone.

Before shedding any tears 


for the Bowater and other en- 
terprises, I decided to get the 
facts from the Toronto Finan-' 
cial Counsel.

through the remainder of the 
year, 1955 earnings will exceed

"The Fund for the Repub- 


lic" is one of the so-called 
"1 i b e r a 1" organizations, fi- 
nanced by the Ford Founda- 
lion, and one of the cries of 
protest raised by the 
"left 


wing" is that the government 
uses paid informants or pays 
ex-Communists as witnesses to 
testify in trials involving Com- 
munist problems. 


But so far as can be dis- 


covered here, there is no case 
on record in which the govern- 
ment has ever paid money to 
any person while he himself 
was under indictment. 


There 
is pending against 


Browder a criminal indictment 
accusing him of perjury. 
WHY HESITANT? 


But the curious aspect of 


the matter is that if Browder, 
who claims to have forsaken 
the Communist party, has done 
so, why should he hesitate to 
furnish all the information he 
posseses to his own govern- 
ment? He was summoned a 
few days ago to testify before 
the Senate Subcommittee on 
Internal Security in executive 
session. He was under oath. He DREW PEARSON 
is reported to have refused to 
give any information of sub- 
stance—and, of course, in such 
a 
refusal, 
he is protected 


against prosecution under the 
Fitth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 


Again and again it is said 


that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has endeavored 
to persuade Browder to give 
under oath the history of the 
Communist party as Browder 
knows it—the very material 
sought by "The Fund for the 
Republic"—but he has declined 
to do so. 


The question naturally arises, 


whether "The Fund for the Re- 
public" can be sure that it is 
getting complete information 
from a man who declines to 
testify under oath before his 
own government. 
HOLDOUT? 


Various attempts have been 


made in recent years to have 
Browder make a clean breast 
of what he knows. There have 
been suggestions that some 
charitable foundation g r a n t 
money to finance him during 
the period whan he devotes 
his whole .time to refreshing 
his recollection of what hap- 
pened when he was in com- 
mand of the Communist party 
in this country. These efforts 
collapsed 
because those 
to 


whom 
Browder 
talked 
be- 


came convinced he was hold- 
ing back the key parts of the 
story. 


Browder's position is that 


the Communist party never 
engaged in espionage while he 
was connected with it. Maybe 
he was unaware of that phase 
but, if so, he should not ob- 
ject to telling who he met at 
meetings from 1929 to 1945 
and what they said, and what 
officials of the American gov- 
ernment or other governments 
were in 'consultation with him 
and when and under what cir- 
cumstances. 
A spokesman for "The Fund 


for the Republic" says that the 
organization isn't interested in 
obtaining "espionage secrets" 
and that Browder will not 
write any books or studies or 
"control a single comma or 
comment" that goes into any 
of 
the 
projects 
for which 


$250,000 has been granted by 
the Ford Foundation. 
But the information, when 


made available to "The Fund 
for the Republic," either has 
•to be credited or discarded. 


tion. Browder denies any rela- 
tionship to a "Communist con- 
spiracy,", which is the lan- 
guage used by Congress in 
passing the Smith Act.

His wife 
died within the past year. 


The Department of Justice 


could grant Browder immunity

Up to now Browcer has re- 


fused to cooperate with his 
own government. He insists he 
is not a Communist now and 
insist also that from 1929 to 
1945, when he was head of the 
Communist party, there \yas 
nothing relating to subversion 
or"espionage going on with'his 
knowledge. It is, indeed, an un- 
solved mystery, and some of- 
ficials arc still hopeful that 
Browder some day will come 
through with the complete 
story of what did happen.

So also would a major beach development 


here. What difference U there, from the stand- 
point of public benefit, between a city beach 
park development at Lone Beach and the 
state beach park at Huntlngton Beach? If 
state money can be spent at Hunttagton Beach 
—and It is properly spent there— use of 
money from the state-granted tidelands should 
be justified In the development of beach facili- 
ties at L.ong Beach. 


This Is a major beach resort city In the 


largest concentration of population In th» 
state. What we do to develop our beach amd 
similar facilities serves that population. It 
serve* a great many more people than moun- 
tain area parks and other facilities which have 
received state tldelands money. 


But to get back to Mr. Wilson's suggestion 


for some symbol .of state appreciation of Long 
Beach, possibly the strongest justification for 
such a thing would be the contribution Long 
Beach made to the state's fight for the tide- 
lands against federal seizure. 


A-f every reader of these columns knows, the 


state might not even have its tidelands if Long 
Beach had not given its vigorous leadership 
to that struggle. And there was a time in that 
controversy when Long Beach could have com- 
promised, to its own benefit but at cost to the 
state—and refused to do so on principle and 
out of loyalty to California. 
LOYALTY 'REWARDED' 


Since then, that loyalty has been "re- 


warded" by a greedy attack on the city's tide- 
lands resources. This has been accompanied by 
a continuous and unjustified assault upon the 
city's good name by the sponsor of the seizure 
measure, who calls frequent press conference!! 
and hurls his charges. 


Other responsible California leaders might 


well follow Mr. Wilson's example and rebuke 
the author of these unfounded accusations.

voted to strike at 12:01 a.m. Oct. 
31 unless a n e w contract is 
reached by then. 


The company's proposal in- 


cludes a 5-cent hourly across- 
the-board increase, a 5 - c e n t 
hourly increase in April, 1956, 
an additional 4-cent hourly hike 
Oct. 1, 1956, a S20--per-month 
pension benefit increase 
and 


overtime provisions. 


The union wants a 24-cent 


hourly across-the-board increase 
effective immediately.

THE NEW ACCOUNT records

It also is calculated to show

Observes 
First Year

A little girl with wide 


brown eyes sat quietly in 
the clinic waiting room, a 
little afraid of the white- 
coated man and nurse who 
popped in and out of the 
rooms. She would have 
been pretty except for one 
facial mar . . . her eyes 
were crossed. 


In another chair nearby a 


4-year-old whispered to save 
his sore throat. This was his 
firth sIcRo with tonsillitis in a 
year. On down the 
room, 


youngsters waited, some with 
minor illnesses, some demand- 
ing major attention, but all 
about to receive n boost to- 
ward healthy, happy childhood 
as a gift from 160 women. 


For nine years. Children's 


Benefit League has tucked 
handicapped children under Its 
protective wing. To this goal, 
they dedicate fund raising ef- 
forts and their volunteer work, 
always trying to extend their 
scone of help, Sirs. William 
Mohlcr, president of the league, 
says. 


This fall marks a particu- 


larly Important anniversary In 
league history. Children's 
Clinic, sponsored jointly by the 
league and Community Hospi- 
tal, completed Its first year 
by moving Into new headquar- 
ters behind the hospital. 


As on extension of their 
work, league members now fi- 
nancially and with volunteer 
efforts support the clinic In 
addition to providing medical 
care for youngsters privately 
referred to the group, she 
added. 


Clinic Record 


League members are Justi- 
fiably proud of the initial rec- 
ord of the clinic which is 
staffed by resident physicians 
of the hospital," pcdiatricans 
a n d 
consulting specialists. 
Howard B. Hatfield, adminis- 
trator of the hospital, reports 
that during the past 12 months 
63 patients were accepted for 
service and 48 cases were giv- 
en advice on medical care. 


And he explains the opera- 


tion of the clinic this way: Be- 
fore 
patients arc 
accepted, 


Mrs. Irma Hall, social service 
worker at the hospital, takes 
their case history to determine 
the parents' financial prob- 
lems. 
Patients 
eligible 
for 
county care are sent there, 
and ones who arc able to pay 
for medical attention arc di- 
rected to private physicians. 
Although free and open to any 
youngster, the clinic chiefly 
serves residents of Long Beach, 
Lakcwood, Artcsla, Paramount 
and Bcllflower who arc usunl- 
ly referred by school nurses 


and the health department. 
Often parents ask for only 
temporary medical help during 
a slack period. 


Many of the patients, who 
range from birth to 14 years 
old, require only a few visits 
to the offices, but when sur- 
gery or hospltalizatlon Is need- 
ed, the league Is ready to help - 
again If the parents are un- 
able to assume the financial 
responsibility. 


Besides paying for operat- 


ing costs, members donate 
time at the clinic which is 
open Friday mornings from 9 
a. m. until noon. They some- 
times assist Mrs. Hall with 
any lost minute case histories, 
but usually they entertain chil- 
dren In the waiting room with 
toys and help the medical staff 
by weighing and measuring the 
patients. 


League Volunteers 


League 
members 
provide 
that extra "civilian" contact 
before the youngster Is exam- 
ined by the doctor. This cre- 
ates a feeling of security In 
both parents and the child, 
Mrs. Hall says in praise of the 
league's work. 


Although the clinic Is only 


officially opened on Friday 
mornings, the actual working 
days extend throughout the 
week. Mrs. Hall reserves Tues- 
days for case Interviews. And 
any extra appointments with 
specialists ore fitted In at a 
convenient time, she adds.

I've been nursing her nnd giv- 
ing her two cereal feedings. I 
tried meats but she refuses 
them. She doesn't bother to 
nurse long. 
However, she is 


very good and sleeps through 
the night. Do you think she 
should be weaned completely?

VA weight of 12 pounds 


8 ounces Is perfectly normal 
for an infant of .V.i months.. 
Standards, as 
indicated on 


charts, are only averages, and 
you should not take them too 
literally. A baby that weighs 
n lot nt birth, ns yours did, 
often docs not gain as much 
during the first few months 
ns one weighing less at birth. 


The time a baby spends nurs- 


ing is no indication of the 
amount of milk taken. Many 
babies get 80 per cent of nil 
their milk from the breasts In 
the first five minutes of nurs- 
ing. The fact that she's n re- 
laxed baby and sleeps well 
shows that she is not hungry. 
A dissatisfied baby would cry 
after feedings nnd would not- 
be likely to sleep through the 
night. 


Meats do not have to be given 


this early. 
Some doctors do 


recommend them nt this age,

Teacher Shortage Blamed 
on Lack of Consideration 


By ANGELO PATHI 


On every hand we hear of a teacher shortage, nnd any men- 
tion of It brines the wondering look and the innocent Inquiry, 
"But why? They have such short hours, only five-day weeks, 
lone summer vacations—you'd think they'd jump at It." 


Well, they're not Jumping 


Just that way, as one can 
easily sec. Why? 


Salaries arc none too high. 


Some are disgracefully low. 
But while that accounts for 
part of the reluctance of young 
people to take on the teach- 
er's responsibilities, it Is not 
by any means the chief one. A 
good salary never made « 
good teacher a better one, nor 
a poor one n cood one, but 
It docs go a lone way toward 
strengthening the spirit of n 
teacher and that Is the Im- 
portant factor In this reluc- 
tance to teach. The teachers' 
spiritual needs nrc ignored 
too often. 


A teacher Is an ordinary 


human being with nil of n 
human being's hungers, ambi- 
tions, emotions and responses 
to experiences. This plain fact 
has been overlooked, often nnd 
completely. 
A teacher has 


educated and trained for his 
post. Otherwise he could not 
be appointed. That education, 
that professional training, is 
Ignored the day he takes his 
place In a classroom. He is 
bound, tied, gagged by the 
rules. He is not only told 
what he can teach, which 'Is 
to a decree cssontisl. but ho is 
told when nnd how, exactly, 
he Is to teach it. 


It is as though he came to 
his task as unprepared as an 
Infant. This is n shock, n 
spiritual shock to one who was 
craduatcd In the pride nf ac- 
complishment. He thought he 
was n teacher .but he learns 
Is Is only n transmitter of an- 
other's poxvcr. Power, and It is 
power over him. Is nway down- 
town In "The Office." Would 
you want to feel that you had 
no say nbout what was needed 
to do your work? Would you 
want to have to work through 
nnd around nnd nhout orders 
that 
thwnrtcd 
your 
day's 


work? Many n teacher faces 
just that situation. 


Then there Is the matter of 
criticism. Fault-finding is a 
better term. Anybody, any- 
body at all, can tell a teacher 
what is the matter with him 
and everybody docs, and the 
pcdacocuc has little means of 
defense. If he wants to com- 
plain he soon learns the use- 
Icssness of it. He must first 
CO to the assistant principal, 
then tn the principal, then to 


finally. If he stilt has the will, 
to the superintendent, then to 
the Board. There he discov- 
ers that he is "uncooperative." 
To Be uncooperative is to sin 
ncalnst the Educational Code. 
That's bad for the teacher's 
future. 


It is not just low salary, 
crowded classes, poor equip- 
ment—though they all count. 
It Is the dicnlty nnd worth of 
n human bcinc that is at stnke 
here. A teacher needs to feel 
responsible, appreciated, free 
In spirit. Given that, he will 
manage the rest.

school, it may be because he 
needs help in rending. How 
parents can teach their chil- 
dren to read is explained in 
Dr. Pntri's leaflet P-31, "Poor 
Renders."

On November 24, 1953, I landed in Oran .with my 
70-pound rucksack on my back. I started south into'- 
Africa on a trail that led haphazardly across mountains 
and deserts, jungles and savannas, rivers and swamps. 
The map at right shows my route through 24 countries. 


I traveled by camel, airplane, mule, bicycle, car, 


truck, ocean steamer, riverboat, dugout canoe, motor- 
cycle 'and railroad — plus 600 miles on foot, wearing 
out two pairs of shoes in the. process. I met Tuareg 
desert tribesmen, witch doctors, Mau Mau, pygmies, 
cliff dwellers and saucer-lipped native women. Some- 
times I fasted for days, sometimes I feasted on land 
snails, monkey meat and crocodile steaks. 


One year after .1 left Oran, 1 wound up in Alex- 


andria, Egypt (where I climaxed the trip with a bout 
of malaria). I had covered 16,000 miles at a cash out- 
lay of exactly $27.61. 


' 1 did it with my little, second-hand, $47 camera — 


the kind that snaps a picture and hands over a print 
60 seconds later. It had struck me that with such quick 
prints 1 could bargain for transportation and lodging. 
And I was right. (I also took along a 35-mm. camera 
and 30 rolls of film.) 


Here are bargains I got for my 60-second pictures: 


a 725-mile airlift from. Nairobi, Kenya, to Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia — value $80; a 1,272-mile airlift 
from Asmara, Eritrea, to Cairo, Egypt — value $120: 
a bus ride from Cairo to Alexandria, plus two hand- 
engraved copper trays — value $150; a three-day stay 


- at the exclusive Safari Ho.use in Arusha, Tanganyika 


— value $ 18.30; four rare thorn carvings from Nigeria 
— value $12. 


And here are moments that stick in my memory: 


THRILL RIDE: At Oran I hitched a ride on a big six- 
wheeled truck loaded with grain, bicycles and wines, 
bound for Colomb Bechar, an .oasis on the northern 
^edge of the Sahara. Heading south at dusk on a dirt 
track across the Atlas Mountains, we had just cleared 
the crest of a pass and started downhill when the air 
brakes .conked out. 


When we hit the first hairpin turn, the truck started 


to skid. Smoke curled from under the dashboard and 
our lights went out. To see the road, the driver had to 
lean out and steer with one hand. ' 


• At the next turn he skidded the truck to cut down- 


our speed, then hurtled on as we hit the straightaway. 
He did it again... again. There came a turn where 
the truck skidded toward the edge of the cliff,'then for 
a second stopped completely. In that second I flung 
myself out of the cab, somehow spotted a watermelon- 
sized rock and shoved it under the rear wheels. The

"truck inched forward, rock and all. Then it stopped. 


The driver crawled out of the smoking cab and sank 


to the ground beside me. We silently shook hands. 
Eventually he got the air-brake system working again 
and \ve drove on toward Colomb Bechar. 


MAGICIAN'S HELPER: The day I arrived at the oasis, 
the whole village was talking about Kassagi, a famous 
Tunisian magician who had come to give a show. 
Later that day 1 found myself sitting next to him in 
a cafe. 


In broken French I said: "1 have heard, sir. that 


you are a magician." 


Without a word Kassagi flicked his right hand. A 


ball appeared between his fingers, then two, then one 
again. Smilingly he showed me his empty palms. 


"If you will come with me into the sunlight," I said, 


' "I will show you a different kind of magic." Outside 


I snapped his picture, and during the 60 seconds it 
developed I kept talking to him in my halting French. 
Then I whipped out his photograph. Staring at it open- 
mouthed for a moment, Kassagi promptly invited me 
to join his act that night. He had rented the cafe for 
his show, and at the climax of the performance he 
introduced me as a guest magician from America. 
My trick, he said, was le photographie-express. the 
fast photograph. 


I snapped a picture of a young Arab-boy seated in 


a chair onstage, peeled it off one minute later and 
held it up for all to sec. The cafe rang with shouts of 
el liamilullah! — Praise be to God! Kassagi was so 
delighted with my performance that he paid for my 
board and room for the next three days. 


RED CARPET: An open-hearted host was Chief 
Ogiozughanmwen of the ancient Nigerian village of 
Benin. My Polaroid picture of him left him speechless 
with surprise. When he recovered, he had servants 
prepare sleeping quarters for the "big stranger." Al- I 
though these included a bed with spotless sheets cov- 
ered by mosquito netting, the Chief apologized for not 
being able to do better for such a VIP guest. 


Every meal was a feast, and there were enormous 


quantities of everything. There was ground nut soup, 
corned beef in palm soup, boiled yams, fufu (a dish 
of pounded plantain and highly spiced sauce), goose 
eggs, antelope meat, chicken, roast bananas, papaya 
and beer. We sat solemnly facing each other on straw 
mats. A small boy cooled me with a leather fan waved 
from a respectful distance, and a corps of servants 
knelt whenever I took a drink.

DR. MEIBIN, I PRESUME: In a Belgian Congo village I 
watched the ritual of the second-buriaj ceremony. It 
was being-held for the wife of the tribal chief, who 
had died twp years before. Now it %vas necessary to . 
bury her spirit, so that it would not wander about the 
forest, making trouble. 


The men of the tribe were sitting in a group around 


an elder, who was chanting a eulogy. At intervals they 
would respond in chorus. I sal down quietly among 


the mourners, who at first paid no attention to me 
whatever. The mosquitoes began to bite. I dug into 
my bag for insect repellent and put it on my face and 
hands. Soon several mourners noticed that the insects 
were leaving me alone. 


Even though the burial ceremony was still going 


on, an old man got up and came over to me. He. 
saluted, showed me a large festering sore on his finger 
and indicated that he wanted some of my "medicine." 
I tried vainly to explain that this medicine would dp 
him no good; then, to get rid of him. I made an "appli- 
cator" out of a sliver of palm-leaf stem and daubed 
the repellent on the man's sore. I'gave him the wet 
stick. He smelled it, nodded and saluted again. 


I had evidently been elected Medicine Man on the 


spot, for in another few minutes about a dozen tribes- 
men had formed a line, quietly waiting to be treated. 
They were afflicted with an assortment of sores, car- 
buncles, cuts and infections. In my best professional 
manner, 1 carefully examined each case and used a 
fresh palm twig applicator on every patient. Business 
boomed at my impromptu open-air clinic for about 
half an hour. Then I ran out of patients.

FAIR EXCHANGE: In Bulawayo, Southern Rhodesia, I 
walked into the office of the local newspaper and told 
the editor how I had got there. Then I showed him my 
hole-ridden shoes. I had "spares" — moccasins — but 
I needed stout shoes to walk on. Could 1 trade a pair 
.for the story of my trip so far? He said yes —and I 
still have the clipping to prove it. 


LUXURY: In Tanganyika I met George Dove, a white 
hunter who was about to take three Australians to the 
Serengcti Plains on a sightseeing safari. It was costing 
them $300 apiece for the week's trip; but I offered 
Dove his picture for a chance to go along. 


He smiled incredulously and said: "You Yanks are 


crazy. Tell you what, though. I'll take you along if 
you give my clients pictures of themselves." . 


I did, and we set out in an open station wagon. We 


saw more than 30,000 head of magnificent wild game 
at close range — a leopard, spitting and snarling in 
the grass five feet away, antelope covering 40 feet in 
a single, graceful leap, lions closing in on a wildebeest 
for their evening meal. With two cookboys busy, we 
feasted like diners in a plush city restaurant. 


FlIES BY DAY: At one point in Tanganyika I was cross- 
ing an immense plain alone. There wasn't a sign of 
another living being — nothing but a limitless waste 
of scrubby trees and tall grass. 


1 soon found out why humans avoid this section of 


East Africa. It is the lair of the deadly tsetse fly, car- 
rier of sleeping sickness. Black and about the size of 
honey bees, the flics cluster on leafless bushes along- 
side a trail and attack anything that moves. 


There were only a few at first. Then they were on 


me in a buzzing swarm, stinging like a thousand red- 
hot needles. Flailing my arms to fight them off, I 
started to run. The sun beat down and sweat ran into

my eyes in burning rivulets. I gasped for breath. I 
tried to run faster, tore up handfuls of grass to beat 
off the flies — in vain. 


Finally, in sheer desperation, I flung down my pack 


and raced for an open clearing. There, dizzy and 
panting, 1 stood still. And there the flies suddenly 
left me. 
. 


When I got my breath, 1 cautiously retrieved my 


pack and,dashed on. Instantly the flies closed in. But 
now, over a small rise, I spied a clump of trees beside 
a road. In the shade was a group of natives, appar- 
ently waiting for a truck to pick them up. I ran to 
them — and collapsed. 


WITCHCRAFT: In lower Nigeria 1 visited a witch doctor. 
Natives there believe implicitly in "juju," the power of 
evil spirits. Even whites in Africa say: "I don't neces- 
sarily believe it, but there are things I can't explain." 


The witch doctor gave me palm wine, first tasting it 


to show it wasn't poisoned. Then he showed me a 
wooden head with 200 porcupine quills stuck in it. 
With this magic, he said, you could make your enemy 
many miles away feel the pain of the needles. 


Then, moistening his hands, he touched.my head 


and invoked a multiple blessing: Honored ancestors, 
good health, my house untouched, my_ children pro- 
tected. As 1 am unmarried and have no-children, I 
shall have to wait and see about the fourth blessing.

His route traversed 24 countries: Algeria, French 
Sudan, Upper Volta, Gold Coatt, Togo, Dahomey, 
Nigeria, Cameroons, Tchad, Ubangi-Chari, Belgian 
Congo, Angola, both the Rhodesia*, Mozambique, 
Nyasoland, Tanganyika, Ruanda-Urundi, Uganda, 
Kenya, Ethiopia, Eritrea, Sudan and finally Egypt. 
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GUEST ARTIST: At a tribal ceremony in a Nigerian village, the 
drum rhythms move Melbin to join the dancers.

other way to go. As 1 sprinted forward, downwind, 
the second group stopped and sniffed suspiciously. 


My pack bounced like a pile driver on my back and 


I thought my heart would burst. Gasping for breath 
1 reached the road, then looked back. The five ele- 
phants had joined forces, but the wind had been in 
*my favor: all five were ambling peacefully toward the 
river bank. 


SURPRISE: "I don't think you'll get anything out of 
them. They're a tough outfit, but you can try." 


In Cairo, where I was trying to get a free bus ride 


, to Alexandria, a friendly Egyptian was talking to me 


about the Sociele ties Autahiu tie Routes ilu Desert. 
Trading with the natives in the hinterlands, he pointed 
out, was one thing; but bargaining with the cost- 
conscious director of a modern bus company in Cairo 
was quite another. I decided to give it a try. 


Armed with a photo of a street vendor serving 


drinks to his line's passengers, I called on Monsieur 
Kfoury. the-director. He listened impassively to my 
story but finally agreed to accept the picture in lieu 
of fare. When I mentioned I would like to shop in 


Cairo for some souvenirs, he assigned one of his 
Arabic-speaking aides to help me bargain. 


Although it meant spending more money than I 


had planned, I let the aide bargain' for two hand- 
engraved copper trays. Just as 1 was about to pay, my 
companion said:"Put your money away. These are a 
gift from the company." 


LAST STOP: I arrived home in New York in December 
1954. Having already worn out the shoes I had pro- 
moted in Southern Rhodesia, I slogged home through 
the snow in my moccasins. 


If you have .the urge to make a trip like mine, let me 
offer some advice. Plan your itinerary for half the 
time you actually allow yourself. Then you will be _ 
able to take leisurely side trips. 


Learn as much as you can about the areas before- 


hand from books and by talking to people who have' 
been there. The best maps.are.Bartholomew's and 
Michelin. The most important items in your rucksack 
Will be your canteen, sewing kit. Boy Scout knife and 
first-aid kit. A sleeping bag made of a scwn-up sheet 
will give you clean, lightweight comfort. 


Don't take containers; wrap breakable items in 


clo'thing. Things I took and later got rid of included 
a mirror, cooking gear, books and emergency rations. 
If you have any doubts about your day-to-day need 
for an item, don't take it; you'll find it when you need 
it. Keep clean-shaven for the sake of making good 
impressions and for your own morale. 


In some localities I found people suspicious of me 


because some rucksack-toting hitch-hiker had passed 
'through before and had soured them with his arro- 
gance and lack of manners. You must, above all, be 
considerate and courteous. If a friendly, open attitude, 
doesn't come naturally to you, ilnn'l go. 


Actually, it would be wise to carry more than S27. 


Hut for getting along on a shoestring, the camera- 
bargain plan is the best I know.

cause of his willingness, to bet on anything; 
Jean got the role of Sgt. Sarah Brown of the 
Savc-a-Soul Mission, young, pretty and dedi- 
cated to her work. Goldwyn further 
announced that both stars would do their own 
singing. Said Brando: 


"My voice sounds like the mating call of a 


dying yak, but if Mr. Goldwyn has the gall 
to put it on the screen I'm willing to try it." 


For three months thereafter, Marlon 


studied under Leon Cepparo, the vocal coach 
who had instructed him for his Shakespeare 
debut in JuKia Caesar. As a result, movie- 
goers will be pleasantly surprised by Brando's 
rich baritone in his principal number. Luck 
Be a Lady Tonight.

Actors Guild, saying that to date his show had 
paid out $5,000,000 to performers and that 
he had approached Ooldwyn, not Sinatra, on 
the Guys and Dolls project. He also reprinted 
the entire letter in a paid trade-paper adver- 
tisement. Sinatra then rebutted with a full- 
page advertisement in Variety: "Dear Ed, 
You're sick. Frankie... P.S. Sick, sick, sick." 


Although this exchange of advertisements 


nettled practically all the top echelon con- 
cerned with the picture —and produced no 
TV preview— it had scant effect upon 
Sinatra'i work. Vivian Blainc. the only top 
name retained from the original Broadway 
cast, says. "Frank was very easy to work with, 
largely because we established a kind of in- 
stantaneous rapport. It was the kind of thing

Since the picture urns 2% hours, 
three good numbers were cut from the score:-

The most effective vocalist in the picture is 


Vivian Blaine, who vents her emotional frus- 
tration in two hilarious numbers: Take Back 
Your Mink and Adelaide'! Lainent. 


A native of Newark, N. J., where she was 


christened Vivian Stapleton, the perky blonde 
has been an integral part of Guys and Dolls 
since it opened on Broadway five years ago. 
After 1,200 Broadway performances as Miss 
Adelaide, Vivian played the same part on the 
road and in London. When Sam Goldwyn 
caught the show abroad, he confided to .his 
wife that Vivian was "the one member of the 
cast we've got to get." Result: she steals the 
show. 


After the film's completion in Hollywood 


this past July, Vivian and two other original- 
cast members — Sam Lcvene and Bob Alda 
—joined forces again at the Royal Nevada 
Hotel in Las Vegas, where an abbreviated 
version of Guys and Dolls currently is playing 
to the tourists and week-end gamblers. Mean- 
while the picture will be opening soon in New 
York and Chicago, then around the country. 
From all appearances, it will return producer 
Goldwyn's investment — about $5,500,000 
altogether — with interest.

Just south of this city's bustling business

hind those once-crumbling walls. The 
program's success can be measured only 
in terms of health, safety and community 
pride. 


Portland's war on slums has been a 


community project, first to last. It began 
in 1948, when the Portland Prea-Herald 
and Evening Express shocked local read- 
ers with vivid photos and stories of decay 
amounting almost to squalor. The 
papers' steady drumfire led to formation 
of a 14-member Citizens' Housing Com- 
mittee, The group plumped strongly for 
a program of neighborhood face-lifting. 


Then City" Hall's young, aggressive 


team of Dr. Edward Colby, health di- 
rector, and Gordon E. (Pete) Martin, 
housing supervisor, drafted a housing 
code with teeth and enforced it with 
vigor. But the final push needed to put 
the program across came from residents 
themselves. Within a week after the code 


' was passed by the City Council, home- 


owners were streaming to Martin's office 
to find out how they could comply with it. 


Just what "is the owner's (or the ten- 


ant's) role? When his area is chosen for 
rehabilitation (the program began with 
six blocks, now covers 20), he is invited 
to a meeting of. residents and city offi- 
cials. Dr. Colby and Martin outline the 
inspection law, explain its rock-bottom 
standards, then urge property owners to 
ignore the minimums and renovate from 
top to bottom. * 


A few days after the meeting, Martin's 


inspectors invade the area armed with 
flashlights, detailed forms and an extra 
quantity of politeness. Since community 
cooperation is so important, the men arc 
trained to inspect at the owner's conveni- 
ence and to be as accommodating as pos- 
sible. (Once, a home-owner refused to 
admit an inspector until he sang an Irish 
song. The inspector obliged with /'// 
Take You Home Again, Kathleen.) The 
house is combed from foundation to 
attic, with particular attention to struc- 
ture, sanitation and ventilation. 


Later, an owner may receive an offi- 


cial okay —or an order telling him to 


repair anything from a crack in the wall 
to a sewage system. If he fails to comply. • 
the city is empowered to take him to 
court, or even to shutter the building as 
unfit for occupancy. 


But most owners are eager to fall in 


line. Sometimes, when repairs are expen- 
sive, Martin's agreeable men allow own- 
ers to spread the work over a long period. 
Occasionally they run afoul of an inde- 
pendent cuss who refuses to be told to 
remodel; he complies with the law and 
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CITY'S PACT of bargain with residorrt* 
mdudes straightening curbs (above), re- 
paving streets and replacing sidewalks. 


then docs a thorough job a year or so 
later—just to show it's his own idea. 


How can your city band together to 


stamp out the glacicrlikc creep of slums? 
Here and there, cities already have 
chalked up success with programs of 
"urban renewal"; and a national organi- 
zation, ACTION (American Council To 
Improve Our Neighborhoods, Box 462, 
Radio City Station, New York 20, 
N.Y.), stands ready, with information 
and trained consultants, to help your city 
get started. For as Portland has learned, 
the battle against decay benefits every- 
one. The results are counted in reduced 
disease, reduced delinquency and a shot- 
in-lhe-arm for civic self-respect.

Ever since they were born, the teen-aged 
daredevils in these pictures have been circus 
minded. Here in the winter quarters of "The 
Greatest Show on Earth." they ruh elbows 
with aerialists and animal trainers every day. 


So'when Hill Rutland-then athletic direc- 


tor at Sarasota High School-first dreamed up 
a student circus six years ago, the idea went 
over with a bang. The first show was held 
indoors, on a borrowed $600 and hand-me- 
down equipment. Since then, the circus has 
prospered, now owns all its own rigging, 
ponies, concession stands, even shows a profit 
of more than $3,(KX) a year. 


More than 200 children (most in high 


school but some as young as 6) take part, 
selected from more than 500 who try out 
each year. The kids care for the animals, rig 
high wires, strike the tents. Rehearsals begin 
indoors in September, move outdoors in 
January. Performances run four days in the 
spring.

ONE MILLIONAIRE'S FAMILY: 


Their bet is Prosperity 


FORT WORTH, TEX. 


Barney Holland, the balding, blocky 
Texan above, could be called a symbol of 
the flush postwar yean. He returned here 
from the Navy in 1946 with $4,000 
saved; since then, he has pyramided his 
net worth to well over a million dollars, 
mostly in oil, trucks, tires and ranch 
land. 


Barney is 35 and the archetype of the 


new millionaire, the modem Midas 
whose golden touch consists of an un- 
shakable belief that the boom will go 
right on booming. (Barney's own op-

timism runs so deep that he once owed 
$70,000 on a $300-a-month salary.) 
With the economy at new heights in' 
1955, Barney and his breed of new ty- 
coon are enjoying the best year on their 
books and see no reason to hedge their 
bets.

the bank account, however, Barney looks 
blessed little like a millionaire, the much- 
caricatured Texas species or any other. 
He doesn't flash his wealth: his income. 


for tax purposes, is limited rigidly to

drive a Cadillac, preferring a 1950 
Buick. and. although he owns a 2,000- 
acre ranch, he never rides a horse.

•washer—this last because Barney sat 
down and figured out that it was more, 
economical to take clothes to the laundro- 
mat. 


A millionaire who computes the cost 


of a washer may sound like a nickel- 
nurser, but what this really reflects is an 
unbounded capacity for study, which 
Barney turns loose on every project, 
from the purchase of a washer to the sale 
of 200,000 gallons of gasoline. His fa- 
vorite reading consists of economics, 
finance and banking textbooks. Two or 


three evenings a week, he pulls out an 
armchair study board, a souvenir of his 
days at Princeton, and covers yards of 
paper with figures on business deals. His 
knowledge of the tax laws, for example, 
would do credit to T. Coleman Andrews, 
Mr. Income Tax himself. In-Barney's 
realm, nothing is left to chance. 


Around Fort Worth, Barney has some- 


what the reputation of a reckless plunger. 
He considers this unfair. "What nobody 
ever sees is the amount of work I do over 
this study board," he says. "I figure every 
angle and stack all the facts and figures 
in the back of my head. When I'm set 
for something, it may seem hazardous to 
them, but not to me."

bridled optimism, Barney has built up a 
small but substantial empire, most of it 
interlocking. His biggest firm, the Barney 
Holland Oil Co., wholesales Conoco 
gasoline, oil and accessories; its best cus- 
tomers are the 50-odd service stations 
Bamey himself controls. (The company 
also owns a number of business proper- 
ties, mostly leased out to automobile 
dealers.) 


This gasoline is transported from a 


Holland-owned depot to Holland-owned 
stations via Holland-owned trucks of the 
Heart of Texas Trucking Co. (The ar- 
rangement sprang from Barney's home- 
work: by paying Heart of Texas twice 
the going rate for transportation. Barney 
Holland Oil keeps out of a higher in- 
come-tax bracket — and the money 
comes back to the same place.) Likewise, 
the Holland chain of service stations 
"buys tires from the Barney Holland Tire 
Co. 


Then there are the lesser satellites — 


the Triangle Transport Co., another 
trucking firm, and Wcstport, Inc., a real- 
estate outfit in which Barney owns a one- 
fifth interest. He also owns'some $ 15,000 
in bank stock — "although I like to keep 
control of my own money" — and keeps 
as-a kind of cushion some $3,500 in 
sound mining stock, which his mother 
bought for him with his Navy.pay. 


In Barney's eye, the Lick Skillet Ranch 


at Idabel, Okla., in the Red River Val- 
le$, crowns his galaxy. Once, Barney 
considered ranching for a living: today, 
what salary he draws above his $25,000 
(the trucking firm pays him a token $125 
a month, the tire firm nothing) is 
siphoned into the ranch. Barney is build- 
ing up his herds of Black Angus cattle 
(he now has 300 head) and plans to add 
sheep. Judging by land prices in the 
neighborhood, the ranch alone is worth 
roughly $1,000,000. 


But the Lick Skillet is more than an 


investment: it wraps up business, pleas- 
ure and future. Barney, still hard at work 
and busier than millionaires who live on 
their dividends, uses the ranch as a re- 
treat (it has neither radio nor telephone); 
the kids consider it almost a fairyland. 
Barney fishes, hunts, walks around sur- 
veying his land and thinks out business 
problems without pressure. Often he fills 
the house with guests — many of them 
his employes, for he believes in sharing 
his fortune with them. 


Barney tries hard to build up an fiprit 


de corps among his workers. **! know 
very well that 1 get more loyalty, if they 
have a stake in the profits," he says. Part 
of this "profit-sharing" system is a sub- 
stantial Christmas bonus. Barney also 
gives his men a chance to enter business 
for themselves: "That's the best pension 
plan I could give them," he declares. 


Recently, one employe launched plans 


for a new shopping center — on land 
Barney found and bought for him. A 
service station in the center will buy 
Barney Holland Oil Co. products, and 
this is enough return for the boss. 


It's not too many years since Barney 


himself was scraping by on $250 a 
month. True, his father (also named 
Barney) had an established business in 
the oil firm, but Barney started at the 
bottom as a truck driver and "general 
flunky." His first move after discharge 
was to marry Priscilla Bradford, a Smith 
College graduate whom he had' met at 
Princeton on a football week end: they 
set up housekeeping in an $KO-a-monlh 
garage apartment with some hand-me- 
down furniture. The thing the Hollands 
remember best about those days was the 
way diet followed the day of the week — 
Tuesday was beans day, Wednesday 
spaghetti day and so on. 


Barney immediately turned his search- 


ing mind loose on his dad's business. 
Within a year he had a sweeping plan for 
reorganization. It got a cold shoulder, to 
say the least. "It looked like here was

Junior telling older people how to do 
things," Barney recalls. "They didn't wel- 


_ come any outside static." His project was 
allowed to die quietly. 


Thwarted there, Barney's restless mind 


looked elsewhere. In 1948 he dipped into 
his savings for $800 and bought a service- 
station lease. He sold the inventory for 
$500, leased the station at a profit of $50. 
a month. Thus, for $300, he had upped his 
income $50 a month. A few months later 
he added a second station for $9,000. He-

About this time, Priscilla objected. He.

She has been his convinced booster 
ever since. 


His father was less easily swayed, so 


more and more Barney turned to private 
real-estate operations. He sold his house at 
a $10,000 profit, bought a farm, traded it 
as down payment on the ranch, added to

his network of service stations. Finally, in 
1949, he quit his father's business. 


His career on his own lasted roughly 


three months. Then his father's business 
associate fell ill, and Barney was asked to 
come back. "1 agreed on two conditions," 
Barney says. "One. that I be accepted as an 
equal, not a junior, and two, that my salary 
be limited to $300 a month. 1 didn't want to 
lean on anybody. I wanted to prove 1 had 
the goods." 


Barney got more than equal status; his. 


dad gave him a free hand. The old plan for 
reorganization was dusted off, brought up . 
to date and put to work. After much con- 
sultation (and many nights over the study 
board), the company changed its status 
from Conoco's agent to an oil wholesaler 
handling Conoco products; The string of 
gas stations was expanded. More property 
was purchased. Rental income zoomed from 
$2,000 to $40,000 a year. Sales jumped 
from 200,000 to 400,000 gallons a month. 
By 1952, Barney had spent more than a 
quarter of a million dollars to expand. 


Millionaire Barney is still spending—' 


and he is still a whirlwind, with little time 
for fun by everyday standards. "Today," 
Barney says, "Conoco sales in Fort Worth 
are the highest per capita of any large city. 
in the U.S., and 75 per cent of these sales 
are due to the Barney Holland Oil Co." In 
addition to quarterbacking this sales cam- 
paign, Barney has taken time out for such 
projects as designing a new office building 
for the company (on the strength of a year 
of architecture in college) and running for 
City Council as an independent. (He won a 
two-year term, and is busily heckling his 
fellow councilmen to spend more to im- 
prove the city.) 


The Hollands have few evenings to spend 


over the chess board, one of their favorite 
recreations. Reading is another pet. but 
Barney has little time for the Book-of-thc- 


Monlh Club. (The Hollands have separate 
libraries; Barney runs to economics texts 
and new fiction, Priscilla's to history and 
biography.) 


Then there are the social demands. The 


Hollands move in the more rarefied circles 
of Fort Worth society. Barney springs from 
a revered Texas family: an ancestor was 
the legendary Col. James Bowie, and an 
uncle was Frank Hawks, the famed flier, 
who used to bring Will Rogers to dinner at 
the Holland home. ("I remember sitting on 
the bed listening to him tell stories," Barney 
says. "He was funny as hell.") Priscilla, 
with a Park Avc. and New Canaan, Conn., 
background, is likewise society-bred, and 
the Hollands arc seen often in Fort Worth's 
best places — the River Crest Country Club, 
the Ridgley Club, the Colonial Club. 


"We know everybody all right." Barney 


admits. He himself, however, is not much 
for socializing; though amiable enough, he 
has to be almost dragooned into dressing 


' up. As a result, he often stays home with 


the study board while Priscilla goes to con- 
certs or to the theater in Dallas with friends. 


BARNEY WORKS over business accounts at 
home.

Occasionally, the Hollands will hold a small, 
formal cocktail party, usually inviting seven 
to 10 couples — hardly millionaire-type 
high living. 


With Flora to handle the housework. 


Priscilla divides her days between the chil- 


-dren and volunteer work. She is active in 


the League of Women Voters, the Junior 
League and the women's auxiliary of All 
Saints Episcopal Church. Summers, when 
Lindsay and Barney aren't in school, she 
shepherds the children to a swimming pool 
or the zoo in her Ford station wagon. 


Barney shies away from bringing up the 


children, leaving it mostly to Priscilla. and 
confesses openly that he's "a little afraid" 
of them. "1 like them when they're well- 
behaved," he says, "hut otherwise they're 
kind of hard to take." Barney has never 
changed diapers or walked the floor with 


- any of the children. 


This is not due to a lack of devotion, by 


his standards. "When Priscilla takes the 
kids to Sunday School, and I lie in bcJ, don't 
think I'm asleep," he says. "I'm reading the 
want ads or figuring out some deal in my 
head. Sure, I could be playing with the kids 
— but what if 1 came up with cancer or 
something, then what am I doing for my 
kids?" 


Family affairs are marked "hers," just as 


business is marked "his." Priscilla gets an 
allowance of $750 a month, which covers 
Jhc mortgage payment ($107), the utilities 
($70) and home maintenance and repairs 
($46) as well as food ($215), clothing 
($81) and entertainment ($58). What's 
left usually goes into the family savings ac- 
count, although Priscilla sometimes takes a 
flier in business herself. She owns a gaso- 
line truck in her own name — and rents it 
to Heart of Texas Trucking Co. 


Barney's one extravagance is antique col- 


lecting; he has a clo\cl full of Dresden and 
Meissen china and the walls arc sprinkled 


with Currier & Ivcs prints. Both enjoy 
travel, hut since Barney doesn't like to be 
away from the office for more than three 
or four days, their trips are limited to short 
hops to Mexico or New Orleans. Most of 
their leisure is spent at the ranch. 


Barney has extensive plans for the ranch. 


For one thing, he hopes to initiate an "as- 
sembly line" steer-feeding system, under 
which cattlemen would send him steers to 
be fed and then pay him a fee for the weight 
they have gained. He also plans to begin 
raising sheep. And his companies are not 
marking time, cither. 


"Maybe I'll make five million or 10 mil- , 


lion, I don't-know." Barney says. "What- 
ever it is. money is just a by-product. I'm 
having fun in what I'm doing — the way 
other people play bridge. Opportunity is still 
very much alive in this country. I've got • 
a lot of hope for the future." 


Priscilla also has hope for the future. 


"I'd like to build a new house and have more 
things and live with a little more dash and 


' give better parties and do more things so- 


cially," she says. "I want the children to 
have the finest education possible and get 
a good start in life. But I won't push 
Barney to get any of these things." 


Barney, of course, is a man who needs 


no pushing. Plans already arc in motion 
for the house: the Hollands own a two-acre 
tract on a bluff overlooking the Trinity 
River. The Hollands will build their Early 
American dream house after the children 
get a little older and after they sell their 
present home — "at a profit, of course." 


The Hollands speak of tomorrow as 


though it were already here — as well it 
might be. Barney's optimism has never let 
him down before, and he sees not a chance 
that it will in the future. In his view, the 
boom w'ill go snowballing on and on. and 
he is willing to back up his belief with dol- 
lars and cents. He and his kind of new 


„ millionaire have cashed in most on postwar 


prosperity. They also arc among those who 
made it possible.

A. While there is any doubt about it, better 
'watch TV. 


Q. There is a boy in my community who con- 


' tinuatly asks to date me, even though I refuse 


him each lime. He is a nice boy, and I wouldn't 


• want to lose him as a friend by hurting his 
feelings. How can I make him understand? 
Also, my face turns red when anyone tells me 
I'm pretty. Please tell me how to overcome 
this shyness. — C. 5., Greenville, S. C. 


A. It is always a girl's privilege to refuse to 
go out with a boy, and she need not make 
elaborate excuses. Perhaps you arc not really 
being firm enough with this boy, since you 
are worried about losing him as a friend. 


Perhaps if you accept the fact that you are

terrific upset, winning the wom- 
en's championship of the Pacific 
Southwest tournament in.Los 
Angeles. She bowled over Pat 
Canning Todd G-2, G-3 in a tour- 
nament which annually Is con- 
sidered as important as the U. S. 
Nationals at Forest Hills. She 


won this championship for a sec- 
ond time last month, scoring a 
vengeful G-l, G-4 v i c t o r y over 
Barbara Breit, a N o r t h Holly- 
wood miss who upset Beverly at 
Forest Hills in August. 


0. Last year at La Jolla she 


trounced Maureen Connolly, G-3, 
G-0, outpowcring the powerful 
Little Mo in all departments. It 
was one of the worst beatings 
Miss Connolly ever s u f f e r e d . 
(Little Mo, then the No. 1 world 
player, retired from competition 
shortly thereafter due to a leg 
injury. The two have not played 
since.) 


THE LIST of Beverly's 


achievements goes on and on. In 


addition to w i n n i n g countless 
state and sectional tournaments, 
she has won the women's cham- 
pionships of Germany, Ireland 
and Mexico (the latter twice). 
She has won all kinds of titles 
In women's doubles and in mixed 
doubles witli her tall, handsome 
husband. In 1950, at Monte 
Carlo, she won the title of the 
"best junior tennis player in all 
of Europe."

Wash Your Face 
for Safety First! 


Going to "hit tho road" at night? Then wash your lace in cold water be- 
iore you stall. It's a trick that will help to "hypo" your night vision. 


By Douglas Nelson Rhodes 


* NEWLY-DISCOVERED way 
•^^ to stimulate better night 
vision U to wash your face and 
hands thoroughly in cold water 
before venturing forth into the 
dark. This is the advice of Ed- 
win D.' Fletcher, special exam- 
iner in charge of research for the 


California State Drivers' License 
Division, whose research showed 
that the cold water treatment 
may thereby materially improve 
your nighttime safe driving rec- 
ord. 


Fletcher and the Drivers' Li- 


cense 
Division 
recently 
con- 


ducted experiments in the hope 
of turning up some solution to 
the west's evci-climbing acci- 
dent 
rate, 
especially 
among 


night drivers in California. The 
survey showed that nearly 2,500,- 
000 of the state's ncarily 6,500,- 
000 motorists suffer from sub- 


normal nocturnal vision, which 
includes poor Clarc resistance— 
another driving hazard that may 
be ameliorated to an extent by 
following the cold water treat- 
ment. 


The researchers do not claim 


that washing in cold water will 
automatically give owl-eyes to 
motorists, however. They sug- 
gest that it is merely one of the 
tricks which science has discov- 
ered to "hypo" the senses in the 
human system after the eyesight 
has become acclimated to the 
brighter hours of daylight. The 
treatment was developed while 
scientists were delving into the 
problems of overcoming h o a d- 
light glare. 
It 
is admitted, 


though, that the surface has 
barely been scratched in this 
phase of optical research. 
Ex- 


periments are being continued 
along the lines indicated by the 
initial successes.

look into the darkness ahead. 


(5). If you are on a highway 


equipped with a painted center 
line use the lino as you would 
sight along a straight edge or 
ruler and drive j>arallel to It.

slow down the bleaching process 
of your visual j>uij>le.

1JERT KOP.PKHI. 37-year-old 


Sherman Oaks professional 


photographer, gets to more un- 
usual places and manages to have 
a more adventurous life in a 
\vheelchair than most people who 
move about in more normal 
fashion. 


Paralyzed from the waist down 


and with only 30 per cent use of 
his arm.1;, the indomitable Kop- 
peri nevertheless has taken him- 
self and his specially outfitted 
wheelchair, with camera 
at- 


tached, into many remote places 
on the globe — and earned his 
own way each time. 


In Egypt, his was the first 


wheelchair ever to be mounted 
on a camel's back. 


"THEY SAIU it was no use to 


try, that the camel would never 
stand for such indignity." Kop- 
peri recalls. "But I'm a guy 
who has learned that anything— 
even a cantankerous camel—can 
be underestimated as to ability 
and willingness to adapt to new 
conditions. Well, that mangy old 
humpback never gave me a bit 
of trouble. 
I'll bet he's still 


bragging to the other camels 
about him being the only wheel- 
chair taxi in Egypt 1" 


Kopperi is familiar with the 


ways of animals. One of his pro- 
fessional specialties is the pho- 
tographing of hard-to-gct sub- 
jects such as insects, dogs, cats, 
horses and other fauna. 


Unusual 
camera 
angles of 


scenery and candid news shots 
are all in the day's work for him. 
When he wants photos of bees at 
work, for instance, he puts on 
the necessary protective gear 
and moves in on them in his con- 
veyance. He's the first wheel- 
chair photographer to be accred- 
ited to woik in movie studios, 


too, and docs portraits of top 
stars. 


A FOHMEU A r m y captain, 


Kopperi contracted polio during 
World War II while serving in 
the Philippines. 
After his dis- 


charge, he resolved to resume his 
prewar career as a commercial 
photographer, despite his handi- 
cap. 


"I admit I was a bit doubtful 


at first," he grins, "but I re- 
membered an epigram, attrib- 
uted to Henry Ford, winch had 
once made an impression on me. 
Mr. Ford was quoted as saying: 
'Whatever a man has, he must 
either use or lose." Well. 1 had 
acquired a lot of experience as 
a professional photographer and 
I didn't want to lose it. So, I 
took up just where I 
left off 


when I joined the Army. And 
now I don't feel handicapped at 
all!" 


Devising special 
attachments 


to hold his camera to the x\ heel- 
chair, Kopperi embarked on a 
23,000-milc, world- girdling, pic- 
ture-taking cruise s i m p l y to 
prove to himself that he could do 
it. 


IN A HICIII.V successful trip, 


he covered South America, Af- 
rica, Central Europe and the 
Mediterranean 
countries. 
In 


Greece, he was the first person 
to reach the top of the Acropo- 
lis on wheels; in Venice, he 
toured and photographed the ca- 
nals with his chair lashed to a 
rubber raft towed behind a gon- 
dola. 


Now, the wheelchair explorer 


is looking forward to going to 
Australia, Japan and India, ami 
maybe even get a few shots of 
the 
Himalayas. 
Anyone who 


knows Kopperi would know bet- 
ter than to lay mills that he 
won't scale Mount Everest in his 
hand-propelled chariot—but they 
would bet that he probably can 
do it if he tries! .

His Plane 'Drives' 


Just Like an Auto 


By Ted McKenna 


Aiscciated Prctt Writer 


I PRIVATE PIJVNE designed 
*• to operate off land or water 


—or be driven like an ordinary 
automobile—is being built in San 
Diego by a World War II Marine 
flier who was the first man to 
test the Navy's vertical takeoff 
plane in flight. 


He is J. F. (Skeets) Coleman 


and he has incorporated some of 
the features of the vertical take- 
off plane in the new combina- 
tion auto-plane. 


Called the Acromarine, the 


new craft has a delta wing of -13 
degrees sweepback. Coleman be- 
came familiar with the delta 
wing's advantages as engineer- 
ing test pilot for Convair's di- 
vision 
of 
General 
Dynamics 


Corp., assigned to the vertical 
takeoff fighter, designated by 
the Navy XFY-1. but better 
known as the Pogo. 


IN* XOVEMHEK, 1931. Cole- 


man became the first human be- 
ing to make a transitional flight 
from vertical takeoff to level 
flight and back down to n verti- 
cal "tail-sitting" landing in the 
Pogo. He was chosen the out- 
standing aviator of the year nnd 
awarded the 1933 Harmon Inter- 
national Trophy. 


A 215-horsepowcr Franklin en- 


gine driving a pusher propeller 
mounted above the wing, aft of 
the cabin, will power the Acro- 


r marine. It will have a range of 
800 miles on SO gallons of fuel 
and a top speed of 223 miles an 
hour. 


Coleman says the 2.500-pound 


plane will be able to lift itscll 
off after a run of only 800 feet, 
landing speed will be 57 miles 
an hour. 


\VI.\fiSPAX of the Acroma- 


rine will be 25 feet and overall 
length 18 feet. For operation as 


an automobile, the wing will fold 
twice on each side, near the fuse- 
lage and just Inlionrd of the twin 
vertical fins. As a car the width 
\\ill be C5 inches. 


"The primary consideration in 


the Acromarine was Jo design a 
good airplane that could operate 
off land or water," Coleman says. 
"Adapting the plane to operation 
as a medium performance car 
was secondary. We were satis- 
field with a 50-inile-an-hour top 
speed on land because anything 
more 
might 
have 
interfcrred 


with its performance as a plane." 


WATKK I.AXIHXKS and take- 


offs will be made on a single, 
free-floating hydro-ski mounted 
underneath the plane's water- 
tight hull. Cnlcman says. The 
ski, like the landing gear, will 
be fully retractable. 


The plane was designed for ex- 


treme simplicity of operation in 
the air, since no good private air- 
plane can l>e expected to survive 
if it is too complicated for the 
ordinary pilot to fly. 


Ili:CAi;si: of the delta wing, 


the Aeromarine also will have 
exceptional structural 
strength 


for n light airplane. Coleman 
says 'the wing is inherently 
stronger than other types, and 
folding is expected to be no 
problem. 


The engine cooling fan and ex- 


haust will combine in a closed 
system to suck air off the lead- 
ing edge of the wing for high 
lift on takeoff and landing. 


Colcman says he expects wide 


acceptance of the plane by in- 
dustrial 
firms looking for a 


versatile executive aircraft. "We 
plan to concentrate on this mar- 
ket first," he said, "but the Aero- 
marine will appeal al?o to the 
weekend 'pilot 
who • flies 
for 


pleasure or sport."

Union Pacific Horseshoe Club 
carry on at 'newer, bigger and 
better quarters. 


The old Union Pacific horse- 


shoe courts were located 
at 


Ocean Blvd. and Lime Ave., but 
progress ousted them and an en- 
terprising restaurant took over. 
The time goes back to 1927 when 
the lot, owned by the Union Pa- 
cific Railway, was loaned with- 
out cost to a local g r o u p of 
horseshoe pitchers. Here the fa- 
miliar stakes of the horseshoe 
court popped up without embel- 
lishment of backstops, cement 
pitching stands or bleachers. 


Early-day players recall that a 


shoe that missed the stake might 
well roll half a. block.. Winter 
rains quagmired the courts but 
left spirits undaunted; following 
a rain the club members would 
spend two'or three hours digging 
out the soft mud from in front 
of the stakes and replacing it 
with dry dirt dug from solid 
earth behind the courts. With- 
out pause the boys then settled 
down to the business at hand— 
horseshoes. 


DUniXG THIS PEHIOn as 


many as eight members partici- 
pated in club activities, despite 
an earth-shaking raise in club 
dues from 50 cents to a dollar in

the heart of the depression, the 
Union Pacific Horseshoe Club 
continued to grow. 


Abou 193G the railway leased 


the land to the present holders, 
but allowed the. club to move to 
railway property on the south- 
east corner of Broadway and 
Alamitos Ave. Here the club 
flourished until 1940 when, again 
it was "dispossessed" by the con- 
struction of a store at this cor- 
ner. However, again, the Union 
Pacific, like the Great White 
Father shepherding its charges 
from reservation to reservation 
(though under no legal compcl- 
lation) allowed the club to move 
to its present spot at First St. 
and Alamitos. Here it has re- 
mained in uninterrupted free- 
rent tenure to this day and cur- 
rently boasts about 123 dues- 
paying members and eight of the 
best pitching courts in Southern 
California. 


SEVKRAI, MEMBKKS of the 


original club—Peter Cartwright, 
George Pasch and George \Veili- 
rauch — still remain active in 
club pitching. Ten and 15-year 
"veterans" of club competition 
abound on the roster. Winter 
visitors from the cast swell 
membership rolls and enliven ac- 
tivities with yearly renewals of 
old friendships. One Montana 


rancher. George Bond, has been 
a winter member of the club con- 
tinuously for 23 years. Pasch 
reflects that so many of the club 
members seemed to be named 
"George" that when someone 
says, "Let George do it," half 
the members of the club get up 
and leave. 


Club members come from all 


walks of life. The present ros- 
ter includes a banker, a lawyer, 
businessmen, ranchers, landlords 
(and tenants) and many of Lcng 
Beach's famous retired clement. 
In earlier days, a famous Chi- 
cago physician was a r e g u l a r 
winter player. To this doctor Is 
credited the quote that he had 
never heard of an active horse- 
shoe player having had an oper- 
ation for appendicitis. The con- 
tinual bending over to pick up 
the shoes is given as the appar- 
ent reason for this. As one club 


mcmlKT was he.inl to remark 
facetiously recently, "I may keel 
over from the sun heic one of 
these days, but it's a comfort 
knowing I'm safe from appendi- 
citis:"

The Foul and the Unspeakable 


'IPHIS IS NO sleepy-tunc-down- 


south, nor is It a novel for 


the tender reader. Everything 
that is foul, beastly, unspeakable 
is spoken of here. liut it speaks 
with such a voice as is seldom 
heard in fiction. "Andersonxllle" 
by MacKinlny Kantor (World, 
$3) is the Book of the Month 
Club selection for November, and 
the novel will be off to a jet- 
impelled start toward the top of 
the best-seller lists.

and if they come any bigger than 
this. Kantor Just lias two heads. 
Any time a reader can continue 
through 760 pages of almost en-

1 1 re 1 y unrelieved fright fulness, 
horror, brutality and suffering. 
minus the busty heroine and the 
daring hero standard to Civil 
War copy, he is reading a novel 
in upper case. 


Tlie story, if it can be so clari- 


fied and classified, begins in a 
pine forest in Georgia. Near it 
live the people of the South who 
are destined to be moved by the 
falling of the timber, the build- 
ing of the stockade and the con- 
tinuing presence w i t h i n it of 
Yankee war prisoners. If it is 
possible to imagine the presence 
of 1,500 men to the square acre 
within that compound, the read- 
er is off to a visit to the sights, 
sounds and smells that come 
with confinement. The swamp 
which becomes more and more 
filthy with the sorry wastes from 
tlic bodies of starving men; the 
deadline beyond which it was fa- 
tal to step; the thieving and mur- 
der that went on within the pris- 
on, all these and some extra hor- 
rors made up Andersonville. The 
fault was hard to identify with 
any one man or group of men — 
it was just an outgrowth of war- 
fare, a hideous manifestation of 
what happens to man when he 
reverts to the animal. The read- 
er will blame nobody, will sym- 
pathize w i t h everybody, w i t h 
even the unfortunate Henry 
Wirz who was hanged for the 
Andersonville horror after the 
war was over. 


If there is any hope or prom- 


ise for the stay from extinction 
of man by men, it comes in the 
ending of a superbly drawn his- 
tory of the bitter breed of war- 
riors, 50,000 of them, who went 
into the stockade at Anderson- 
ville-GAUALD LAGAKD.

ard Franklin Slyc in Cincinnati 
on Nov. 5, 1911. And about his 
coming Into the world his mother 
has but ono regret: "If I had to 
cry because he was so ugly, why

by nurserymen. Tliis ornamental 
is more familiarly 
known as 


"breath of heaven" which is an 
apt desciiption. 
Two varieties 


are available: alba, which pro- 
duces white-toned (lowers and 
purpuica which develops bloom* 
of a purple-pink tinge. The plant 
has somewhat the appearance of. 
a heath and demands a spot out 
in the sun. Rubbing the leaves 
together causes the fragrance to 
be more pronounced. 


For a clean fragrance that will 


remind you of the great outdoors 
choose libocedrus decurrcns. This 
is a California native and as such 
is sure to succeed in your gar- 
den. It has what Is known as a 
"woodsy smell;" it is like bring- 
ing the mountains to your gar- 
den. This incense cedar is well 
adapted for the average land- 
scape, being neither too large nor 
too small. At maturity the tree 
should approximate a height of 
from forty to fifty feet, 


LinOCKDUUS 
I1KCUKKENS 


is somewhat on the formal side 
and this characteristic should be 
kept in mind relative to its sur- 
roundings. The tree has a state- 
ly shape and is well proportioned. 
The foliage is dense, the tree be- 
ing quite full in the center. It 
assumes a pyramidal type of 
growi!:. The aromatic quality 
should aid in wiping out gasoline 
fumes that may waft into your 
garden from the street. 


A somewhat taller tree is eu- 


calyptus citriodora; so named be- 
cause of its lemon-like scent. 
This specimen grows to around 
seventy feet and gets there rath- 
er rapidly. One distinguishing 
mark of the eucalyptus citrio- 
dora is its white trunk that, be- 
cause of the smoothness of the 
surface, appears to be polished. 
The leaves which are slender in 
shape have the exact pungency 
of a lemon. 


Myrtus communis, the myrtle 


of Roman times and well known 
throughout the pages of history, 
is one ot Southern California's 
most popular hedge plants: and 
deservedly so. The foliage is 
shiny in appearance and highly 
aromatic; the small white flow- 
ers give way in early spring to 
black berries. 


roit IIF.DRI: PUUPOSKS you 


have a choice of two excellent 
myrtles: the common type is the 
large-growing specimen, going 
from four to eight feet. Variety 
compacta. which in late years 
has Income increasingly more 
popular, ranges from three to six 
feet. Both varieties are hardy 
down to fifteen degrees and tol- 
erate a great deal of pruning.

Dowry of Camelia Seeds 


Famed hybridizer o! camellias. Koseku Sawada. woiks 
in his Alabama nursery, pollinating a new variety. 


By Adria Allen Aldrich 


SAWADA is onc ot 


*m the world's famous hybridiz- 
ers of the camellia and over his 
many years of work has devel- 
oped 26 new varieties that have 
become internationally famous. A 
native of Osaka. Japan, he has 
spent almost 50 years in the 
United States, most of them at 
his 130-ncro nursery- in Mobile, 
Ala., where today his war vet- 
eran sons me carrying on in their 
father's footsteps and furnishing 
thousands of rare camellias to 
nurseries all over the country". 


Romantically his work in this 


field benan many years ago when 
his childhood sweetheart came on 
to be his bride and brought with 
her some camellia seeds in her 
dowry. The following year in 
1917, Snwadn brought in some 
fine white camellia seedlings and 
in 1930, Mrs. K. Sawada was the 
result of his first cross. Sadly, 
this plant first flowered just one 
year after his beloved wife had 
died of pneumonia and she never 
saw the flower. It is a small 
white, blushed with pink, cx- 
tirmcly hardy and perfect for 
the cut flower trade. 


KIM1M 1917 TO 1915 he grew 


SO.fKfl seedlings and they devel- 
oped into the famous 2(5 new va- 
rieties, mostly Japonicas, but 11 
aic the Sasanqua type, which 


blooms earlier and is more hardy. 
Strangely 
they 
are 
mostly 


whites, although he has not par- 
ticularly bred for them. 


In 19-15 he began to worl: 


with highly controlled hand pol- 
lination and in 1951 he and Dr. 
Edward Lilly of Harvard treat- 
ed their first seed with X-ray. 
So far none of the plants has 
shown any mutation of leaf and 
nothing startling has bloomed 
except a new very deep purple 
that flowered for the first time 
last winter and looks very prom- 
ising. 


Among 
the 
camellias 
that 


Sawada 
is famous for is K. 


Sawada, a pure white, very dou- 
ble giant of four to five inch di- 
ameter; Inura, a huge semi- 
double of porcelain white with 
yellow stamens showing; White 
Empress, an early bloomer of 
perfect form and large size and 
Frizzle White, a semi-double with 
crinkled petals intermingled with 
many yellow stamens. 


YVIIITK filANT is just what 


its name implies, and resembles 
n lotus flower; Victory While is 
a semi-double, i>oony type devel- 
oped during the war-time; White 


Queen Is pure white with pointed 
tip petals in semi-double array; 
Queen Bessie Is another semi- 
double with large wa.xy petals 
anil many stamens, faintly pink 
around the center; White Hibis- 
cus has long pointed petals and 
Shiro-Hotan is of a loose peony 
type of pure white with a unique 
"cup and saucer" form before 
opening fully. 


IN TIIK SASANQUA varieties 


he recommands Dawn, one of the 
hardiest, a semi-double ivory 
white with flesh pink .nargins; 
Usa Beml a light pink with white 
variations, a semi-double of loose 
peony form, which is akin to the 
wild Snow - on - the - Mountain, a 
native of Japan. Hiodoshl has 
nine-inch petals variegated crim- 
son and white in a moire design 
and Hiryonlshiki is a semi-double 
with petals waved and chinkled 
in 
a 
beautiful 
cherry 
red 


blotched with white. 


Sawada received the Award of 


Honor in 1934 for his distin- 
guished services. The award was 
made by the American Camellia 
Society.

sheep dog trial to watch this dog 
work at the job he is bred to do. 
At a whistle from his master he 
will drop in his tracks while run- 
ning at full speed. Another whis- 
tle will start him, anotiicr send 
him to right or to left. Kach 
little variation in the whistling 
is a different signal recognized 
and obeyed by the dog while he 
is working either at full speed 
or walk or crouch. 


THK ISOUDKU COI.I.IK is a 


beautiful animal, s in a 1 If r and 
more compact than the regular 
collie, and his coat is u s u a l l y 
black and white. He is not a 
new breed, for Thomas Bewick in 
his "General History of Quadru- 
peds" refers to him as far back 
as 1790.

I cross the border. 


Be sure you get Mexican in- 


surance at the border and don't 
drive at night and watch out for 
those truck drivers.

I saw a cou- 
ple who had been under house 
arrest for a month and all they 
did was run into a tree without 
anybody anywhere around.

HE PRACTICE of nations to 
honor with special postage 


stamps the significant events of 
another country or an occasion 
of International interest is be- 
coming more popular every year- 


Earlier this year some 30 


countries marked the 50th an- 
niversary of the 
founding of Ilo- 
tary' Interim-1 
tional; In 1951.; 
it was the Ma- 
rian Year; in' 
1919. the 
75th I 


anniversary 
of I 


the Universal) 
Postal Union; 
In 1913, the death of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and in 
1937, the sesqulcentennlal of the 
United States Constitution. 


On Oct. 21, postal officials all 


over the world will release at 
least 100 different stamps to 
commemorate tiie 10th anniver- 
sary of the United Nations. 


The U. N. Postal Administra- 


tion will start the parade with 
an Issue that will be an innova- 
tion. Its three commemoratives 
will be issued in small souvenir 
sheets, each imprinted witli a 
three, four and eight-cent stamp. 
These may be used as a unit and 
prepay 15 cents worth of post- 
age, or they may be cut apart 
and used individually. It is the 
first time that the United Na- 
tions has produced such an Issue. 


Word has been received from 


several 
other 
countries 
that 


they would have special stamps. 
Switzerland, which is not a mem- 
ber, will produce a complete set 
of seven different values; Aus- 
tria, which has applied for mem- 
bership but has not yet lieen ad- 
mitted, will issue a single strik- 
ing design. Luxembourg 
will 


produce four stamps designed by 
Sam Hartz, the man who created 
a number of stamps for the 


United Nations In the |>ast. At 
least a dozen oilier lands will 
have distinctive stami». • 


The im|»rtant aspect of this 


recent trend, as far ns collections 
arc concerned, is that it enables 
them to make splflnlty collec- 
tions in addition to their regular 
albums. 


The acquisition of such "inter- 


national event stamps" gives 
them an opportunity of arrang- 
ing a small album with stamps, 
first-day covers and related an- 
notations and owning nt least 
one collection which is absolutely 
complete: the ambition of every 
follower of the philatelic avoca- 
tion.
